This concluded the ceremony and 
the band played and the audience cheered. 

The new Governor will begin work early 
to-mgrrow morning. He will not see the 
newspaper men at stated hours, as Col. 
Roosevelt did, and it is already announced 
that he will be much harder of access than 
other Governors for years back have been. 

THE CEREMONIES BEGIN. 
at 10:45 o'clock,

McDonough announced that everything was 
in readiness for the inaugural ceremony.

Woodruff, and the other State 
officers, was formed, and the executive 
party proceeded to the Assembly Chamber. 


IN THE ASSEMBLY CHAMBER. 


The inauguration ceremony was most 
impressive. The Assembly Chamber never 
presented a more beautiful appearance than 
it did to-day, and never contained a larger, 
more representative, or more enthusiastic 
audience. The ceremony took place on a 
platform erected over the Speaker's desk. 
The platform was draped in a profusion of 
flags and maroon plush, trimmed with gilt 
braid. In front of the platform, at the 
centre hung the coat of arms of the State 
in gold and colors, on a background of blue 
silk.. On either side hung the Stars and 
Stripes, and brass eagles held each a cluster 
of seven American flags. Suspended from 
the balcony directly over the platform was 
a banner containing the coat-of-arms of the 
United States, and on either side were 
groups of flags and bunting. 

The chamber was filled to overflowing. 
On the platform were seated Mrs. Odell, 
wife of the Governor: B. B. Odell, his 
father; Albert Ode!l, his son, and other 
members of the Governor’s family, the 
wives of the State officers and members 
of their families, the heads of State depart- 
ments and their wives, daughters, and 
their friends.

THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

Gov. Odell remained standing while Gov. 
Roosevelt addressed him, and at the con- 
clusion of the latter’s remarks he delivered 
his inaugural address as follows: 

“With the assumption of responsibilities 
come doubt and uncertainty which even the 
applause and good wishes of our friends 
cannot entirely dissipate. Especially is this 
true of him into whose keeping is placed 
the administration of the affairs of our 
Commonwealth. 
itself, with its vast population, its many 
and diverse interests, demands from. its 
Chief Executive the greatest conservatism, 
wisdom as to its needs, and that its business 
affairs shall be transacted with economy 
and good judgment. 

‘Under our form of government, when 
the will of the majority has been expressed, 
we should forget our partisanship in our 
desire to uphold and strengthen the hands 
of those whom for the time being we have 
clothed with authority and upon whom the 
responsibility for the proper enforcement of 
our laws is placed. 

‘The success of our State Administration 
depends as much upon its component parts 
as upon the aggregate, and it is a right 
which the Executive can demand and every 
loyal citizen should accord, that in every 
municipality, in every township and ham- 
let, the same economical conditions shall 
prevail as are expected in the administra- 
tion of our State affairs. 

‘The burdens of taxation should be 
adjusted as to fall lightly upon those who

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OVERTURNED CAR 


Panic Follows a Collision on Eighth, 
Avenue. 


Bystanders Pull the Frightened Passen- 
gers Through the Windows—A 
Woman and Two Men Hurt. 


An overturned car, with every window in 
it smashed, and filled with panic-stricken 
people who were unable to get out through 
the doors and finally escaped from it 
through the windows, was the result of a 
collision dast night between a Twenty- 
eighth Street cross-town car and an Eighth 
Avenue trolley car. 

Although almost everybody in the Eighth 
Avenue car, the one overturned, was either 
bruised or cut in some way, only three of 
the passengers were so badly injured that 
they required the services of an ambulance 
surgeon. The others, after recovering from 
the fright in which the upsetting of the car 
had thrown them, scattered among the 
neighboring drugstores, where their wounds 
were dressed. 

The twenty-odd passengers in the cross- 
town car were thrown to the floor in heaps, 
but none of them was injured. Philip 
Clark of 306 West Fifty-eighth Street, the 
motorman of the crosstown car, was locked 
up in the West Thirtieth Street Police Sta- 
tion immediately after the accident.

They were 
bruised and cut about the face and hands. 

Detective Sergeant Devery, who was a 
passenger On an up-town car, jumped off 
and succeeded in rescuing a woman and 
her ten-year-old son from the wrecked car 
by pulling them through a window. The 
woman disappeared in a cab before her 
name could be learned. 

Mrs. Needham in describing the accident 
said that the motorman on the Twenty- 
eighth Street car tried to shut off the 
compressed air on his car, but for some 
reason it seemed that he could not, and 
he then cried to the motorman on _ the 
Bighth Avenue line to give him the = t 
of way, which he endeavored to do, but 
he did mot have sufficient time to avert 
the collision.

T. J. BRADLEY AT BELLEVUE. 


Congressman, Victim of Alcoholism, 
Found Unconscious on the Street. 

Thomas J. Bradley, Democratic Congress- 
man for the Ninth District, was found lying 
uneonscious at the corner of the Bowery 
and Broome Stteet yesterday afternoon. 

Policeman Dennis J. Lyons of the EIl- 
dridge Street Station recognized the Con- 
gressman, and immediately rang for an ani- 
bulance. Dr. Wineberg of the Gouverneur 
Hospital responded, and after an examina- 
tion, he pronounced Mr. Bradley to be suf- 
fering from acute alcoholism. The Con- 
gressman was then taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital, where his case was diagnosed as 
alcoholism, and he was placed in the aleo- 
holic ward. 

Charities Commissioner John W. Keller, 
lying on a sickbed in his apartment in the 
New Amsterdam Hotel, was much shocked 
when he heard of Congressman Bradley's 
predicament, 

“*Tommy’ Bradley was decent fel- 
low.”’ he said, ‘‘ kindly and likable, and 
a bright and clever product of the east 
side. Just his love of whisky and of strong 


drink has carried him down to this. It is 
a bad thing. He lost his place in Con- 
gress and everything else through it.”’ 

Mr. Bradley is still a very young man, 
having been born in 1870, and at the outset 
of his political career gave promise of a 
brilliant future. He was educated at the 
public schools and graduated from the 
College of the City of New York with the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1877. He 
taught in the public schools in the city 
until 1891, at the same time — the 
University Law School, from which insti- 
tution he was graduated as a Bachelor of 
Laws in 1889. 

His political career began in 1891, when 
he was appointed a Deputy Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, which position he held till 
July, 1895, when he resigned to attend to 
his private law practice. During his tenure 
of office there was some scandal about 
pigeon-holed indictments. The affair at the 
time created a great deal of scandal. 

He was elected to the Fifty-fifth Con- 
gress and re-elected to the Fifty-sixth 
Congress, receiving 11,694 votes, to 6,447 
for John Steibling, Republican, and 2,296 
for Lucien Saniel, Socialist Labor. His 
house is at 30 Lewis Street, this city. He 
Was not renominated at the last election.

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Many New Orleans Groceries Closed.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 1.—To-day, by 
the operation of a new law, nearly 1,000 
greengrocers, butchers, and poultry _ sell- 
ers in New Orleans are forced to close 
their places of business permanently. The 
law in question prohibits the establish- 
ment of a private market within 3,200 feet 
of a public market, and was enacted in the 
interest of the public market lessees, in 
order to increase the revenue of the city. 
It nas been tested and upheld in the courts. 
The public markets now have a monopoly, 
and food prices in New Orleans will go up 
1U or 15 per cent.

DEVELOPMENTS IN SUGAR WAR.

It Is Reported Differences Between Ar- 
buckle and Havemeyer Interests 
Are Nearing Adjustment. 
TOLEDO, Ohio, Jan. 1.—Very substantial 
reports are current that the coffee and su- 
gar war, which has waged so long and bit- 
terly between the Arbuckle and Havemeyer 
interests, is nearing an adjustment sat- 
istactory to all parties. For four years the 
Woolson Spice Company has not made an 
advance in the price of roasted coffee. It 
is now understood that to-morrow, follow- 
ing an understanding with, and with the 
assent of the Arbuckles, the Woolson pevo- 
ple will order an advance of one-half cent 

per pound on their roasted product. 

Word also comes through private sources 
that B. M. Howell & Co. of New York, one 
of the largest concerns of its kind in the 
country, will to-morrow advance granulated 
sugar five points, bringing it up to that now 
quoted by the American Sugar Refining 
Company, or, in other words, the Have- 
meyer interests. 

James Secor of the Woolson Spice Com- 
pany, was asked whether the report of an 
advance was true or not. He very cour- 
teously declined to say yes or no to the 
inquiry. A similar experience resulted 
trom an attempt to interview Frederick 
Brigham, Secretary of the Woolson Spice 
Company. Other individuals, including at- 
torneys, who have been either directly or 
indirectly identified y ith the recent some- 
what sensational litigation in the courts 
here, were interrogated, but none of: them 
would give either assent or denial. 


FRANK JAMES WANTS OFFICE. 


Former Outlaw Is in the Race for Door- 
keeper of the Missouri Legislature.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 1.—This morn- 
ing, at Jefferson City, Frank James, ex- 
outlaw and bandit, was at work early 
pushing his candidacy for Doorkeeper of 
the Missouri Legislature. At the same 
time there was quiet work against him 
going on. It was not malicious, but the 
argument was that the Democratic Party 
of Missouri would be criticised if it should 
elect him; for the Doorkeeper is selected 
by caucus, with much tne same solemnity 
as United States Senator. W. D. Hamil- 
ton, Representative from Davies, who 
prosecuted Jamé@s sixteen years ago, was 
asked his views on the candidacy ot James. 
‘I prosecuted Frank James as a matter 
of duty,’ he said, ‘‘ because I was Pros- 
ecuting Atiorney of the county at the time, 
I wouid not persecute him or present a 
straw in his way in any reasonable ambi- 
tion. I think he is to be commended for 
the life he has led in the last sixteen years, 
for he has had difficulties the rest of us 
have not had. But for the Democratic 
members of the Legislature to elect him to 
an important position might embarrass 
the party hereafter, and it would have 
been better for him to have kept out of 
the race. Personally, I cannot vote for 
him, because I think it would not be the 

proper thing for me to do.” 

Nevertheless James is the strongest candi- 
date in the race to-day. Speaking of the 
conditions at noon to-day, James said: 

**My chances are splendid. My friends 
are not the kind of men who could be 
driven away from me by fear of comment, 
I don’t see how they can beat me in the 
caucus. This talk has not alarmed me in 
the least. It’s all done to hurt me, of 
course.”’ 


PROSPERITY IN NEW ORLEANS. 
High-Water Mark Beaches in Foreign 
Trade and Bank Clearings. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 1.—In com- 
mercial, industrial, and financial circles in 
New Orleans the nineteenth century went 
out in a blaze of prosperity. In imports, 
in exports, in customs duties, in postal 
receipts, and in bank clearings the year 
1900 recorded the high-water mark for 
the Crescent City. On the last day of the 
dying century twelve large steamship, the 
aggregate value of whose cargoes reached 
the enormous total of $2,668,706, cleared for 
foreign ports. Of these, ‘one vessel alone 
—the Mechanician of the Harrison Line— 
sailed with a cargo valued at $1,000,000. 

The exports for 1900 touched the record 
total of $142,211,562. This is an increase of 
$45,645,584 over the exports of 1899. The 
total in imports for 1900 amounted to $20,- 
124,508, an increase of $6,049,274. In cus- 
toms duties the total for 1900 was $7,546,- 
219, an increase of $2,860,453 over the total 
for 1899. 

The receipts at the Post Office in New 
Orleans for 1900 amounted to $493,076, an 
increase of $38,186 over the total for 1899. 

The bank clearings reached the total of 
ee se an increase of $98,571,483 over 
1899. 


ROCKEFELLER GIVES $90,000. 


Offered to Duplicate Any Amount 
Raised by Rochester Seminary.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Jan. 1.—A short 
time ago John D. Rockefeller of the Stand- 
ard Qjl1 Company offered to duplicate the 
amount which the officers of the Rochester 
Theological Seminary could raise by Jan. 
1, 1901 The Seminary officials have suc- 
ceeded in raising $90,000, so Mr. Rockefeller 


will send a check for a similar amount, 
making a New Year's gift of $180,000 for 
the Seminary. 
. Dr. A. H. Strong, President of 
seminary, and the Rev. Charles H. 
Moss, pastor of Park Avenue Baptist 
Church, this city, visited New York, Cin- 
cinnati, and several other cities, and so- 
licitted contributions for the seminary. Ten 
men of Cincinnati contributed $100 each. 
The Rev. Mr. Moss was formerly pastor 
ot Mount Auburn Baptist Church, in that 
city. A son of P¥esident Strong married 
one of Mr. Rockefeller’s daughters, and 
this is the cause of Mr. Rockefeller’s gift 
to the seminary. 


Accounting Asked of ex-Senator Marsh.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Jan. 1.—Ex-Senator 
Frederick G. Marsh, who Is in a New York 
sanitarium undergoing treatment for his 
broken mental and physical condition, is 
to be asked to give an accounting of the 
estate of William Terry of Westfield. The 
estate was disposed of July 18 last, but 
since that time some of the heirs, it is al- 
leged, have never realized anything from 
it. One of them is Mrs. Phoebe M. Martin 
of Westfield. Yesterday she appeared be- 
fore Justice Harbinson to institute pro- 
ceedings for the recovery of her share of 
the estate. She claims that she has been 


unable to get a settlement and cannot find 
ex-Senator Marsh or learn his address.

ARREST IN CUDAHY GASE 


Police Apprehend Pat Crowe’s 
Brother at Council Bluffs. 


Thought to Capture Pat Crowe, a Re- 
port of Whose Arrest in South 
Dakota They Discredit. 


OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 1.—The first arrest in 
the Cudahy kidnapping case has been 
made. J. J. Crowe, brother of ‘ Pat”’ 
Crowe, whom the police believe to be a 
principal in the abduction, was taken into 
custody in Council Bluffs this afternoon by 
Omaha detectives and brought to this city. 
The warrant charges Crowe with the ab- 
duction of young Edward Cudahy on Dec. 
18. Crowe consented to accompany the of- 
ficers across the river without the formal- 
ity of requisition papers. 

Early this afternoon a posse of detectives 
with search warrants and complaints 
charging abduction, ransacked the premises 
adjacent to J. J. Crowe’s saloon, in the 
hope of discovering Pat Crowe in his place 
of concealment. They had the necessary 
papers for the arrest of both Pat and his 


brother, 

Early in the day the Police Depart- 
ment had been given information that 
either Pat Crowe was making his hiding 
place in his brother’s saloon, or the broth- 
er knew more than he would divulge about 
the kidnapping and the letter that has 
been recently written to Mr. Cudahy threat- 
ening the death of his son if the reward 
for the arrest of the kidnappers were not 
withdrawn. 

A diligent search disclosed no trace of 
Pat Crowe, but the officers came upon the 
brother asleep in a rear room. They hastily 
awiikened him and took away two huge 
bulldog pistols which he carried in his 
pockets. The man was first taken to the 
Council Bluffs station, and then conducted 
across the river for an examination by 
Chief Donohue. 

When the information that Pat Crowe 
might be found in the saloon was given to 
Chief Donahue he detailed five detectives to 
make the arrests. The detectives separated 
before reaching Crowe’s place, and conceal- 
ing their faces in the high collars of their 
overcoats, strolled one at a time over the 
sidewalk in front of the saloon. The build- 
ing was quickly surrounded. When the de- 
tectives opened the doors of the saloon and 
the adjoining rooms, the inmates were 
taken by surprise, but there was no show 
of resistance. A woman of the household 
attempted to run to the room where Crowe 
lay asleep, but the officers blocked the way 
and entered first. 

Crowe awoke and rubbed his eyes, as if 
he were dazed. ‘*‘ What do you want?” 
he demanded. 

*“ We're looking for you and Pat,” was 
the response. ‘* We want Pat most, but if 
we can't find him, we want to ask you a 
few questions.” 

ea Vil do anything I can for you, gentle- 
men,” Crowe replied, ‘“‘but Ill tell you 
right now, I can't do or tell much.” 

Crowe was closely questioned by the po- 
lice to-night, but denied any knowledge of 
his brother’s whereabouts or that he had 
anything to do with the kidnapping. The 
police expect, however, to secure some val- 
uable information about ** Pat’’ Crowe and 
his recent doings. 

A dispatch from Chadron, 
‘*Pat Crowe, the supposed abductor of 
young Edward Cudahy, has been cap- 
tured near the State line between Ne- 
braska and South Dakota. 

“Three detectives following Crowe's 
trail came upon him on the Pine Ridga 
Reservation, near Oelrichs, S. D., and 
captured him after a wild chase. Crow> 
was driving a team and buckboard. He 
whipped the horses and tried to outrun 
the horsemen, who soon brought him to a 
halt with their six-shooters. 

‘‘John Delfelder, a cattleman, has just 
reached town with the news, and says the 
posse had stopped at a ranch about thirty 
miles out for luncheon, and to feed their 
horses.”’ 

The local police discredit this report. 

Gen. John C. Cowing, E. A. Cudahy’s 
lawyer, does not believe that the last let- 
ter of the kidnappers to Mr. Cudahy should 
be taken seriously. He looks upon the 
threats of the abductors to again strike 
at the peace of the Cudahy home unless 
the $25,000 reward is withdrawn as a 
“biuff,”” and says that it would surprise 
him but little if the reward be increased 
to $100,000. Speaking of the matter, Gen. 
Cowing says: 

‘Mr, Cudahy does not withdraw his offer 
of $25,000 reward for the arrest and con- 
viction of the kidnappers. He meant what 
he said when he made the offer, and he 
means it now. He will pay the amount in 
addition to whatever the city or any other 
individual will give for the apprehension 
and conviction of the criminals. He will 
give the city the control of the payment 
of it, to be used with what they desire to 
pay as a reward. I regard as a big bluff 
the last letter of the kidnappers threaten- 
ing the murder of the boy if the reward 
was not withdrawn by Mr. Cudahy. To 
submit would be to invite all kinds of im- 
positions. 

“The interest that is felt in the case by 
people all over the country is shown by 
the telegram from Gen. Anson Mills, who 
offers to pay $500 toward making up a big 
reward. It would not surprise me at all 
to see a reward of $100,000 made up to 
incite people to extra exertion to bring 
about the conviction of the parties who 
kidnapped this boy.’’

MONEY FOR A SCHOOL. 


New York Woman May Leave Large 
Sum to Virginia Institution.

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 1.—A wealthy 
New York woman has, it is understood, 
indicated her purpose of bequeathing to 
Sweet Briar Female Institute, in this 
State, a very large amount. How much, is 
not now known, but it is supposed to be 
equal to that provided by the originator 
of the plan for establishing this institu- 
tion. The latter was the late Mrs. W. F. 
Williams, who a few weeks ago left $400,- 
000 for the purpose of establishing at 
Sweet Briar, the Williams family home- 


stead, in Amherst, an institution for the 
education of young women. 

The nephews of the donor have recently 
instituted a suit to break the will. The 
case has not yet come to trial. Mrs. Will- 
iams was the wife of a New York cler- 
gyman who settled in this State just after 
the close of the war. He died, ieaving a 
widow, but no children. The New York 
woman who is expected to add largely to 
this bequest was an intimate friend of Mrs. 
Williams. Her representative was in this 
city a few days ago looking into the mat- 
ter with a view of carrying out the wishes 
of the principal. 

Sweet Briar, which is to be the site of 
the new college, is located in one of the 
most picturesque and beautiful sections 
of Virginia. 


PUNISHMENT FOR KIDNAPPING, 


Bill to Be Introduced at Albany Increas- 
; ing Penalty in This State. 


ALBANY, Jan. 1.—Assemblyman Apgar 
of Westchester will introduce to-morrow 
in the Assembly his kidnapping bill of last 
year, which amends the. Penal Code by 
making the crime of kidnapping punishable 
by imprisonment for life. The maximum 


sentence at present is imprisonment for 
seventeen years. 

Mr.~ Apgar introduced the bill last year, 
and although it passed the Assembly with- 
out a dissenting vote, it was not permitted 
to get out of the Senate’s Codes Commit- 


tee.

ALBANY, Jan. 1.—Garrett J. Benson, a 
bitter enemy of State Committeeman Will- 
iam Barnes, Jr., of Albany, was defeated 
for the Senate Sergeant at Arms nomina- 
tion in the Republican Senate eaucus to- 
night by C. R. Hotaling. Benson was Ser- 
geant at Arms of the Senate in 1897 and 
1898, but was defeated for re-election 
through Lieut. Gov. Woodruff booming the 
nomination of Henry Jacquillard of Kings. 
For some months past Benson has been 
working actively to secure the prize for the 
sessions of 1901 and 1902, but was defeated 
to-night by a vote of 17 to 16. It is under- 
stood that the Republican organization held 
entirely aloof from the fight and that the 
Senators settled it among themseives.

CARDINAL’S NEPHEW KILLED. 


James Gibbons Shot by a Highwayman 
in the Streets of New Orleans.

NEW ORLEANS, Jan.1.—The first known 
crime of any consequence in the new cent- 
ury was the murder of James Gibbons, 
nephew of Cardinal Gibbons. Young Gib- 
bons was shot by a highwayman shortly 


after mieeeet. ane died at the Charity Hos- 
pital to-night. 

Gibbons was walking in Clairborne Street, 
near Canal Street, when he was at- 
tacked .by two men, who ordered him 
to hold up his hands. He thought 
the affair was a joke, as it was in 
a prominent part of the city and 
many people were _ passing. He re- 
fused to obey the order, and, quick as a 
flash, one of the highwaymen fired, the 
ball entering the groin and lodging in the 
intestines. Gibbons fell to the ground, crying 
‘I'm shot!”’ They bent over him quickly 
to secure what valuables he had, but help 
came and they ran away. 

A crowd soon formed and chased the men, 
but eventually lost track of them. Young 
Gibbons was a medical student at the Char- 
ity Hospital. 


BANK’S PROFITS $739,832. 


The First National of Chicago Makes 
Statement of Year’s Business.

CHICAGO, Jan. 1.—The First. National 
Bank made a net profit of $739,832 for the 
year 1900. Statements were mailed to 
stockholders last evening showing the re- 
sults of the twelve months’ operation. 
A vear ago, when a similar statement was 
given ot it showed the bank’s net profit, 
“after providing fer all bad and doubtful 
debts.” 

The present account itemizes the earn- 
ings, ‘all bad and doubtful debts pro- 
vided for.” It is inferred from this that all 
the debts of this character have been writ- 
ten off. The bank's capital was $3,000,000 
until just before the Union National was 
taken over on Sept. 1, when it was in- 
creased to $5,000,000.

MAYOR YAN WYCK NOT 
AT CENTURY’S GREETING 


Declined to Attend the City Halli 
Midnight Celebration. 


USUAL RECEPTION GIVEN UP 


Mayor Was at the City Hall Yesterday, 
but Hurried Out by a Side Door 
After Making Appointments. 


Mayor Van Wyck did not take any part 
in the official welcome by the city to the 
twentieth century, arranged by a joint 
committee of the Municipal Assembly. 
Mayor Van Wyck did not appear op the 
steps of the City Hall while his picture — 
in heroic size in red, white, and blue lights 
was blazing across the park. He did not 
hold the public reception in his office as 
requested by many officials of the city, 
and the leaders of the Municipal Assembly 
who made the arrangements. 

What reason Mayor Van Wyck gave to 
the committee for declining to take any 
part in the official celebration was not 
made public yesterday. On his advent to 
office Mayor Van Wyck announced that 
he would make no speeches, except in the 
direct performance of his duty as Mayor; 
would attend no public dinners or other 
functions, and would never give to a news- 


paper man an interview on public matters 
or politics. 


Mayor Van Wyck has kept most of hig 
promises. He still asserts to have never — 
given out an interview for publication. He 
did, at the request of Richard Croker, pre- 
side at a banquet tendered to William 
J. Bryan. Mr. Croker was much in the 
public eye at the time, and had invited 
William J. Bryan to be his guest in New 
York. For several days there was a ques- 
tion as to whether Richard Croker would 
preside at the banquet and have Mr. Bryan 
on his right hand as the guest of honor. 


For some political reason Mayor Van 
Wyck was brought into the breach. and he 
presided at the banquet. His reasons for 
so doing were not made public. 

The joint committee of the Municipal 
Assembly appointed to take charge of the 
new century celebration conceived a plan 
to have Mayor Van Wyck act as the city 
official—the first Mayor of New York 
since consolidation—to welcome the twen- 
tieth century. It was first planned to have 
him stand on the steps of the City Hall, 
surrounded by the heads of all the city 
departments and the members of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, and at the hour of mid- 
night there was to be a grand illumination 
of the City Hall. Why this plan, so far as 
Mayor Van Wyck was concerned, was 
throttled soon after its inception was not 
made known to the Councilmen and Alder- 
men in charge of the celebration. The only 
information they received was ‘that the 
plan would have to be changed. 

Then it was thought that Mayor Van 
Ww yck should hold a reception on New 
Year’s Eve in the Mayor's office, to which 
all the prominent people of the city could 
be bidden. Mayor Van Wyck, without 
giving a reason put a veto on this plan. 
The final result was that Mayor Van Wyck 
was left out of the officia! programme of 
the celebration, and President Guggen- 
og acted as the representative of the 
city. 

The Celebration Committee then thought 
it would be fitting for Mayor Van Wyck 
to hold a public reception between 9 o'clock 
and noon on New Year’s Day in the May- 
or’s office. Hundreds of people went to 
the City Hall yesterday expecting to shake 
hands with the Chief Executive, which 
for many years had been the custom of old 
New Yorkers. 

Mayor Van Wyck went to the City Hall 
yesterday morning, but not to hold a public 
reception. He went to his private office 
and was seen by but few visitors. Then, 
after making a number of appointments 
he hurried out of the side-door exit of hig 
private office and left the City Hall. 

At the Democratic Club last evening none 
of the politicians could be found who could 
give any reason why Mayor Van Wyck did 
not attend the official welcome to the new 
century. It was stated that the Mayor 
had not been at the club on New Year’s 
Eve, and did not welcome the new century 
with his political friends there. 

At Mayor Van Wyck’s home, No. 185 
East Forty-sixth Street, a servant girl 
answered the door bell. 

‘“‘Is Mayor Van Wyck at home,” wags 
asked. 

‘*‘ No; he isn’t,’” was the sharp reply. 

“Did Mayor Van Wyck spend New Year’s 
Eve at home with friends?’”’ was asked. 

‘‘No, he didn’t,” was the reply. 

Mayor Van Wyck could not be found 
last evening, and so his reasons for not 
taking part in the official celebration which 
cost the city $2,500 could not be learned. 


NEW YEAR CELEBRATIONS. 


Entertainment in the Tombs, and Dins 
ners in All* Prisons—Services 
in the Churches. 


Comparatively speaking, there was an 
unusual dearth of New Year entertain- 
ments in the various State, county, and 
municipal institutions yesterday, although 
among those where the day was celebrated 
the functions were on an unusually elabe 
orate scale. : 

The Tombs, for instance, never had @ 
more ambitious New Year’s celebration. 
The 411 men and 35 women locked up in 
the prison had every inducement to forget 
their troubles for one day at least. The 
elaborate New Year’s banquet was served 
at noon, and at 2 o’clock the concert and 
entertainment began. The prisoners were 
gathered in the various tiers, and the 
guests, to the number of 150, were in the 
corridors. Among them were Commission- 
er of Correction Lantry and Police Capt. 
Kear. There were over twenty numbers 
on the programme, including dancing, sing- 
ing, reciting, and many other features by 
professional and amateur talent.

DINED WITH WiFE, 
THEN TOOK POISON 


Tragic End of a Philadelphia Edi- 
tor in His Hotel Room. 


Mrs. J. T. Williams Had Just Arrived to 
Spend New Year's with Her Husband 
—Death May Be Due to Accident. 


Williams of 2501 North Broad 
editor of The Jew- 
paper, who had 
at 170 Broadway, 


John T. 
Street, Philadelphia, 
eler, a weekly trade 
a New York office 
sent word to his wife several days 
ago to come here and spend New 
Year's with him. After she had arrived 
last night, he killed himself while sitting 
with her in their room at the St. George 
Hotel, 49 East Twelfth Street. She reached 
the hotel shortly after dusk. Together 
they ate dinner that he had _ ordered 
served upstairs. Less than a quarter of an 
hour after the dessert was finished he lay 
dead, 

Cyanide of potassium was the _ poison 
taken by the old man. In a bottle on his 
washstand was a quantity of the chemical 
sufficient, according to the doctor who 
examined it, to have killed an elephant. 
The name of the poison was written in ink 
on the bottle’s label, and the evident age of 
the writing showed that the contents were 
not recent purchase. Originally the bottle 
had contained quinine pills, judging from 
the label, the name of the poison having 
been inscribed above the printed letters. 
The name of a Philadelphia pharmacy was 
attached. 

Mr, Williams, who was seventy years old, 
came to the St. George for tie first time on 
Nov. 30. From the day of his arrival he 
drank freely, and always appeared to be 
in good humor. On Christmas Eve he went 
to Philadelphia to spend the holiday with his 
family. He returned to the hotel last Fri- 
day, in as good humor as ever, but drink- 
ing a little heavier. The day before yes- 
terday he told some one that he was going 
to have Mrs. Williams come to New York 
for New Year's, and arrangements were 
made with the proprietor whereby he was 
to get a better room than he had been oc- 
cupying. When he came in with his wife 
last night it was found that through some 
mistake the new room was not ready, so 
the couple said that they would content 
_ mseives with the old quarters until to- 
day. 

Mrs. Williams seemed to be of about the 
same age as her husband. Of what hap- 
pened after they went to the room she told 
this story: 

‘“* We enjoyed dinner very much. My hus- 
band seemed to be in a good humor. Once 
during the meal he got up and walked 
across the room, after which I thought I 
heard a jingle of glasses. I did not look 
around, thinking that he was just taking a 
drink on the sly, for I had not let him drink 
much since I came in. When we finished 
eating I sat in a chair near the window, he 
in one in the middle of the room. Then he 
said to me: 

“*Ts it raining?’ 

“T told him it was not. After a silence 
of a minute or two he asked the question 
again, and then, when I had given the 
Same reply, he asked it for a third time. 
This time he insisted that I should look out 
of the window and see how the weather 
was. I did so. As I raised the sash I heard 
him get up and walk to the washstand. I 
dia not look uround, thinking again that 
he was getting a drink. I heard a rattle 
like that of a glass or bottle. When I 
closed the window we both sat down once 
more. Then he arose and lay across the 
foot of the bed. Soon he asked me to put 
something over his feet, saying they were 
cold. After that he began to say he was 
cold all over. I saw that something was 
wrong, so I rang the bell for assistance.” 

When the clerk in the office heard the 
bell he sent up stairs at once. The boy ran 
back and told him that Mr. Williams was 
dying. The proprietor was called. When he 
got to the room Mr. Williams was gasping 
for breath. He was quiet and did not seem 
to suffer at all. A physician—Dr. Tiezle— 
was summoned, but the old man was dead 
when he arrived. The Coroner's office was 
notified, and Mrs. Williams sent a_tele- 
gram to her son, G. B. Williams, in Phila- 
delphia, who replied that he would start at 
once for this city to arrange for his father’s 
funeral. The body will be taken to Phila- 
delphia this morning. 

As no motive for suicide was brought 
forward, it was surmised that Mr. Williams 
had taken the poison by mistake, thinking 
it to be something else. Such could have 
been the case, said Mr. Churchill, the pro- 
prietor of the hotel, for the old man was 
in a very nervous state from much drink- 
ing, and he was known to be in such bad 
health that he gras continually taking 
medicines of various kinds. 

The widow said Williams was born in 
Alabama. Up to twenty-five years ago he 
was a jeweler, but since that time he has 
been publishing and editing trade papers 
for the jewelry trade. 


SPEECH BY GEN. HARRISON. 


He Declares that the Constitution Ought 
Not to Be Spoken of as “ Misshapen.” 
INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 1.—At the Colum- 

bia Club banquet last night ex-President 
Harrison was the last speaker. He re- 
sponded to the sentiment ‘‘ Hail, Colum- 
bia.’’ The report of his speech was based 
on advance copies furnisned to the press, 
but he ircluded the following paragraphs, 
which were not in the advance copies: 

“Tt has been recently said that our 
fathers organized a ‘ misshapen’ nation, if 
these limitations and reservations apply to 
all lands that become a part of our public 
domain and to all peoples whose allegiance 
we accept. Now, whatever professors, of 
aesthetics may tell us about beauty in the 
abstract, we know that in nature and mé- 
chanies and in formative statecraft such a 
principle has chiefly to do with an intended 
use. That which perfectly accomplishes 
the designed use is not misshapen. 

“And so, before we condemn our Con- 
stitution as misshapen, if it carries its 
general limitations and its reservations 
of personal rights to all lands over which 
its sway extends and to all people who 
owe allegiance to the government it or- 
ganizes, we must assume that the men of 
1776 and of 1787 contemplated the govern- 
ing of lands and peoples with that abso- 
lutism against which, with so much cost 
and care, they had defended themselves. 

“That is to beg the question. But it is 
not my purpose to press upon you my views 
upon this great Constitutional question. 
Though many of you may hold another 
view, I do not doubt that the republican 
liberty to differ on a Constitutional ques- 
tion survives in the Columbia Club.”’

CHIEF DEVERY’S STATUS — 
UNDER PROPOSED BILL 


May Lose Pension If Legislated 
Out of Office. 


TWO DOORS 
BELOW 


SAYS HE “WOULD NOT STARVE” 


Speculating on the Appointment of the 
Commissioner Under the Single- 
Headed Law. 


The status of Chief William S. Devery 
was discussed yesterday, in relation to 
the single-headed police bill to be intro- 
duced at the first session of the Legislature 
The outline of the bill was published in 
THE NEW YORK TIMES yesterday. Some 
of the persons interested wanted more de- 
tails to énable them to have a full idea 
of the scope of the measure and how it 
applied outside of the Police Commissioners 
and the Chief. 

Chief Devery does not appear to be en- 
titled to a pension. He became a police- 
man in June, 1878, but while his exact 
age could not be determined yesterday, no 
one would admit that he is fifty-five years 
old. To secure a pension he would have 
to be of that age and to have served twenty 
years. Chief Devery said but a few days 
ago that he was not looking for a pension; 
that hé would go out without one if he 
earried certain points on which he had 
set his heart, and that out of*the depart- 
ment under such auspices he would be hap- 
py and would not starve. 

In the latter part of his declaration he re- 
ferred to the very comfortable fortune he 
had laid aside in a very short time. 

Frank Moss, once a Police Commissioner, 
said that there were technical and legal. ob- 
stacles to Devery’s retirement, but that 
these, in his opinion, could be removed 
without difficulty. The temporary stay 
which Chief Devery had obtained to pre- 
vent the Police Board trying him, which 
was told of in THE TIMEs yesterday, could 
be vacated, he said, and the board either 
dismiss the charges or order a trial. 

~ ms to the attitude of the board toward 
Devery,’’ Mr. Moss continued, ‘‘ some per- 
sons have been amused at the gallery 
play that’s been going on for sometime, 
and they’ do not take too seriously the 
Statement that the relations between the 
Chief and President York are so envenomed 
as they were allowed—by silence on both 
sides—to appear to be. Very funny, too, the 
idea of Hess, Sexton. and York ‘ freezing 
out’ Abell in the matter of patronage. As 
if the patronage of Hess and Abell was 
not made over to the appointing organiza- 
tion before they took their oaths of office. 
_‘* As to Devery and the new bill, I think 
it poor politics to interfere with him. « Let 
him aione, on two grounds. Give him 
plenty of rope and— Besides, the new Dis- 
trict Atterney would be a good check on 
him. And, further, I am opposed to State 
interference in local matters.”’ 

Ex-Police Commissioner Andrew D. Park 
er said: ‘‘ It is my understanding that under 
the present law there is no such vested 
right to a pensicn, as the Legislature is 
precluded from taking away, so that any 
police official may be deprived of such pen- 
sion. Ar to Chief Devery, the charges 
against him must be disposed of before any 
application for pension can be considered.” 

Commissioner Jacob Hess said that in his 
opinion the obstacles to an application for 
a pension by Chief Devery could easily be 
removed. 

At the Democratic Club and other political 
rendezvous last night there was specula- 
tion as to the appointee of the Mayor under 
a single-headed Police Commission law. 
Commissioners Sexton and York, ex-Police 
Commissioner James J. Martin, and Lewis 
Nixon, Chairman of the Committee of Five, 
were all mentioned as possible selections, 

Chief Devery was at Police Headquarters 
yesterday. He retused to talk on any sub- 
ject that concerned him. 


For a New Prize-Fighting Bill. 

ALBANY, Jan. 1.—Assemblyman Charles 
F. Brooke of Erie, who it is said, will 
introduce a bill amending the Penal Code 
so as to permit prize fighting in the State, 
said to-night that he had not framed any 
bill as yet, as he desired first to ascertain 
the sentiments of the members on the 
subject. If he found a strong opposition 
to such a bill he would abandon his plan. 
Speaking about prize fighting, Mr. Brooke 
said he was convinced that the general 
public was in favor of it, providing the 


contests were scientifically conducted and 
absolutely on the level. 


Bills to Be Introduced. 

ALBANY, Jan. 1.—Assemblyman John A. 
Weekes, Jr., of New York says that if 
there is a demand for it he will reintroduce 
a bill prohibiting trucking on Fifth Ave- 
nue, New York City, between Twenty-third 
and Fifty-ninth Streets. A similar meas- 
ure died in committee last year for lack of 
proper support from those who petitioned 
for it. 

Assemblyman John F. Swift of Broome 
will introduce a good-roads bill early in the 
session, which will make it a misdemeanor 
and fixing a penalty for any one to rake 
stones off the highways and allow them to 
remain at the sides of the roads. ‘The 
measure is favored by bicyclists.

ALLEGED BURGLAR ESCAPES. 


Walks Out of Jail ‘In Place of Prisoner 
Whose Time Is Up. 


WHITE PLAINS, N, Y., Jan. 1.—August 
De Weill, who is alleged to have been the 
prisoner who, on Saturday night, concocted 
the plan to escape from the jail by starting 
a fire, and who failed then becausg Jailer 
Johnson, seeing the fire could do no harm, 
refused to enter the cage, escaped this 
morning. He was caught later, and is now 
in a dark cell. 

De Weill is under indictment upon two 
charges of burglary. His conviction is be- 
lieved to be certain, and it is expected that 
he will receive a long sentence in Sing Sing. 
He has, therefore, been anxious to get 
away from the jail. It is now said that it 
was he who laid out the plan for the jail 
delivery on Saturday night. The plan failed 
because the jailer refused to fall into the 
trap and be stunned while putting out the 
fire. The only result of the fire plan was 
a lot of half-suffocated prisoners and a 
smoke-smelling prison. 

This morning’s plan was an exceedingly 
bold one. Its boldness made it a success. 
lt was aided by the fact that there had 
just been a change in the office of Sheriff, 
and there was considerable confusion. The 
tact is that the locks on the cell doors on 
the cage do not restrain the prisoners and 
they can unlock them at will. 

Sheriff Molloy gave way this morning to 
Mr. Miller, and the latter took charge be- 
fore the prisoners in the jail whose ten or 
thirty day sentences expired to-day were to 
be released. There were six such. They 
were called into the office and lined up. 
Among those who should have been in line 
was Frank Kelly. He did not emerge when 
called, but De Weill reqpenses for him and 
took his place in the line. Former Jailer 
Johnson was presen and looked over the 
line, but somehow failed to notice the sub- 
stitution. The formalities over; 
were turned out. 

Within a few minutes the mistake was 
discovered. The first intimation is said to 
have come from a “trusty,”’ who discov- 
ered that Kelly was still in the jail and 
that De Weill was absent. A hasty com- 
parison of notes showed that De Weill was 
one of the six released. Sheriff Miller acted 
quickly. He called into service every man 
he could and sent them after De Weill. The 
hastily impressed men scattered in ali di- 
rections. They impressed vehicles of all 
kinds. Ferris Montgomery and John Fos- 
ter, who had a grocery wagon, obtained 
trace of De Weill within a short time and 
were soon hot upon the trail. Two miles 
from White Plains they sighted him hur- 
rying along as rapidly as possible. » They 
drove at a gallop to overtake him, and he 
took warning and tried to elude them He 
finally hid in the cellar of James Brady's 
. He was found and brought badk to 
the jail. He was at liberty less than an 
hour. Sheriff Miller directed that he be 
kept in a dark cell. 

heriff Miller said to-night that he was 
oing to have a rigid investigation made, 

e proposes to ascertain if there was any 
collusion on the — of any one else be- 
sides Kelly. who, he believes, was certainly 
in the plot. Kelly will be detained and 
charged with aiding in the escape of a pris. 
oner. The Sherifg will also demand that 
proper locks be placed upon the cell doors.

BELLEVUE NURSES’

Medical Board and Training School 
Meetings Will Be Held. 








Commissioner Keller Wants to Learn

Tmportant developments in the Bellevue

INDEPENDENCE FOR CANADA. 


League Formed to Bring About Dissolu- 
tion of the Colonial Relations 
with Great Britain. 





Special to The New York Times. 

MONTREAL, Jan. 1.—For some time 
past there has been some discussion about 
the doings of an alleged ‘ independence ”’ 
club in Montreal, but the managers of the 
new movement did not appear to judge the 
time opportune for appeaiing to the public. 
A good deal of interest was added to the 
movement by the fact that during the 
Paris Exposition a large number of young 
men appeared in Paris wearing ‘‘ Independ- 
ence of Canada’’ buttons, and an attempt 
was made to connect J. I. Tarte and J. X. 
Perrault. the Canadian Commissioners, 


with the movement because a number of 
independence buttons were among the 
spoils recovered from men who had burg- 
lurized Mr. Perrault’s house. 

Mr. Perrault explained. however, that 
these buttons were about fifteen years old, 
and he had changed his views since. Now 
the Canadian Independence League has is- 
sued its platform and _ constitution, but 
has declined ene its list of officers 
and members. he constitution consists of 
eighteen clauses, of which the first eight 
are: 

1. Dissolution of-the Colonial relation and dec- 
latation of independence. 

2. New federation to be known as United States 
of Canada. 

3. Provinces to become States with sovereign 
power. 

4. Federal authority to have only such powers 
- shall be ‘specially delegated to it by sovereign 

tates. 

5. No power shall be delegated to the Federal 
authority except with the assent of the majority 
of delegates of each of the sovereign States con- 
yened in a national assembly. # 

6, Creation of a State militia under command 
of a Federa! officer. 

7. Universal suffrage. 

8. The peeet highways and services (railways, 


. eanals. telegraphs, &c.,) to be public property.

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VINELAND BANKERS ALARMED. 


Kit of Burglars’ Tools Found Near the 
Institution—Vaults Now Guarded. 


VINELAND, N. J., Jan. 1.—There was a 
strong guard on the Tradesmen’s Bank of 
this place last night, and to-night the 
guard was doubled, and all those on guard 
were heavily armed. This resulted from 
the discovery of a kit of burglar's tools 
ir the vicinity of the bank. It is believed 
by the authorities and the officials of the 
bank that there was a plan on foot to force 
an entrance into the bank last night or 
to-night and loot it. The tools found are 
alleged to have been secreted near the 
bank. The finding of them is something 


of a mystery. There are several stories 
afloat. One is, they were found under a 
stoop, and another that they were hidden 
in a haystack not far from the bank. The 
kit is said to have been complete and to 
have contained tools powerful enough to 
force the vault of the safe within a com- 
paratively short time.

The first supposition 
when the tools were found was that the 
bank had been already looted and_ the 
tools hidden afterward, but as soon as it 
was found the vaults were untouched the 
guards were placed.

WOMEN SMALLPOX 
PATIENTS AT LARGE 


Two Had Escaped from a Carmine 
Street House. 








Stayed in a Furnished Room House and 
Visited Saloons Before They 
Were’ Found. 





Florence Lederer and Nellie Riley, small- 
pox patients, escaped Monday night fro 
the house in which they had been living, 
and were at large in the city until late last 
right. They had been living at 85 Carmine 
Street. The Health Department had locat- 
ed the two, and as one of the physicians 
was going up the stairway to the women’s 
apartments they went out of a@ rear win- 
dow and down a fire escape, and rom. there 
into the street. : 

The department discovered that the wo- 
men had the disease thnough the cases of 
John and Edward Dugan, six and two years 
of age, respectively, who were removed on 
Monday morning from 413 Hudson Street to 
North Brother Island: The doctors found 
that the Dugan family had recently re- 
moved from 8 Carmine Street, and there 
learned that Mrs. Lederer and Miss Riley 
were down with the disease 

Under instructions from Dr. Blauvelt 
the landlady at Si Carmine Street sent 
word that the Riley woman had returned 
to the house, which was then guarded by 
the police until the woman was taken to 
the hospital. 

Dr. Blauvelt later met Mrs. 
husband, who told the physician 
had just taken his wife home. 

_ Dr. Blauvelt and a policeman followed her 
into the house, and she was also taken to 
the hospital. 

Mrs. Lederer told Dr. Blauvelt 
and the Riley woman had remained 
night in a furnished room house, the 
dress of which Dr. Blauvelt refuses 
make public, and had spent yesterday in 
the back rooms of saloons, giving the 
physician a list of the places, which he 
refuses to annnounce. 

Dr. Blauvelt, accompanied by a vaccin- 
ator and a tumigator, last night visited 
all the places mentioned by the women, 
and vaccinated all persons who it is thought 
came into contact with the women. The 
reoms were all fumigated. 

Dr. Frederick H. Dillingham, 
Sanitary Superintendent, said: ‘ This il- 
lustrates the importance’ of being vac- 
cinated. It is quite possible that these wo- 
men have gone from place to place, seek- 
ing lodgings, and it is impossible to tell 
how many persons may have suffered the 
danger of infection from them. Besides the 
actual places they may have visited, it is 
probable that they may have ridden in 
street cars. To-morrow and Friday we will 
have physicians at every public and paro- 
chial school in Manhattan to vaccinate the 
children. The physicians are not authorized 
to vaccinate any child without the assur- 
ance that the parents are willing,” } 

At the Charles Street Station last night 
the Sergeant said: ‘‘The Health Depart- 
ment physicians seemed to think that it 
was our duty to first take care of the cases. 
We disputed that, believing that the physi- 
cians should have looked after the women. 
Meanwhile the women got away.”’ 

No other cases were reported by the 
Health Department up to late last night. 
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KILLED WITH A LUNCH KNIFE. 


Arthur J. Callon Slays His Friend 
After a Quarrel. 

Stabbed in the heart by one of his best 
friends after a petty quarrel, Arthur J. 
Callon of 71 Barrow Street died on the 
sidewalk in front of 80 Bedford Street at 
8 o'clock yesterday morning. The friend— 
James Higgins of 360 Bleecker Street—after 
seeing what he had done completely col- 
lapsed, and now lies in an agony of grief 
and remorse in a cell in the Charles Street 
Police Station. Callon was twenty-one 
years old, a delivery clerk in the employ 
of the White Star Line, and lived with 
his widowed mother and two sisters. Hig- 
gins is twenty-two years old, a messenger 
employed in the New York Stock Exchange, 
and is the sole support of his widowed 
mother and two sisters. 

The details of the tragedy have, to a cer- 
tain extent, been suppressed by the police. 
I: is said that Callon attended midnight 
mass with his mother and sisters at St. 
Joseph's Church, in Sixth Avenue, and 
after escorting them home went to the 
saloon of Albert Hurdtflur, at 80 Bedford 
Street. There he is believed to have met 
his friend, Higgins, and another friend 
named Robert Tynan of 92 Morton Street. 
There the young men drank to the new 
century until about 3 o'clock, when Tynan 
became sick and went out on the _ side- 
walk. Higgins wanted to take Tynan home, 
but Callon objected. The two had some 
angry words, which ended by Wallon knock- 
ing Higgins down. : 

Higgins regained his feet, and ran into 
the saloon followed by Callon, and as his 
pursuer caught up with him, Higgins 
grabbed a knife from the free-lunch coun- 
ter and struck at Callon. The knife pen- 
etrated Callon’s breast. He staggered lo 
the street, and fell on the sidewalk Sev- 
eral persons rushed to his assistance and 
an ambulance was called, but it was too 
late. Callon died long before its arrival. 

When ke realized what he had done, Hig- 
gins collapsed. He reeled out of the sa- 
leon ané@ into the arms of Policeman Gay- 
nor, who had been summoned. Gossip has 
it in the vicinity of the tragedy thar Hig- 
gins and Callon were rivals fgr the love 
of the daughter of a wealthy truckman 
living in the neighborhood; that Callon 
feund the more favor in her eyes, and led 
Higgins to remark once that he would 
** get square ’’ with his rival. Many mutual 
friends of the young men declare, how- 
ever, that the two were bosom friends all 
their life long, and that the killing was 
not premediatca. 

When arraigned in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday Higgins denied that 
there had been anv quarre: on account of 
a girt. He said he was attacked by Cal- 
lon, and defended himself with the first 
weapon that came to his hand, which hap- 
pened to be a carving knife. Higgins was 
held for examination on Friday. 





SEA TURTLES FROM FLORIDA. 


Known at the Aquarium as Twins on 
Account of Their Resemblance. 


The latest addition to the Aquarium was 
received a few days ago from Cedar Keys, 
Fla. The addition is in the shape of two 
fine-shaped sea turtles, which, owing to 
their similarity in size, color, habits, and 
other qualities, have been dubbed twins by 
the authorities in charge of New York’s 
Aquarium. According to those persons who 
in Summer lounge on the benches that line 
the walks in Battery Park, and in Winter 
spend all the time that the regulations con- 
trolling the Aquarium allow in promenad- 
ing in’ the circular pavilion, the new ac- 
quisitions are wonders, and destined to be- 
come at a no distant date still more won- 
derful in divers ways.

SIR JOHN TENNIEL LEAVES PUNCH. 


Famous Caricaturist Will Retire After 
Half a Century of Service. 
A dispatch from London announces that 


Sir John Tenniel, the famous caricaturist, | 


is about to retire from the staff of Punch. 

Tenniel’s work has been the distinguish- 
ing feature of that publication since 1862. 
In that year Tenniel began regularly to 
supply the full-page cartoon dealing with 
the most important event of each week, 
and it is seldom that through illness or 
other cause his place has been taken tem- 
porarily by another man. Many of his 
eartoons have had an important influence 


in swaying public sentiment. The sub- 
ject was always decided upon at the famous 
weekly meeting of the staff of Punch 
round the “ mahogany tree.” 

Punch discovered Tenniel in 1850, when 
the artist was thirty years old. He had 
never attempted any comic work. He had 
exhibited a few cartoons and pictures, but 
had never studied in an art school. ‘* Do 
they suppose there is anything funny about 
me?” he asked when a post on the comic 
paper—then nine years old—was offered to 
him. But the publishers of Punch had 
seen the possibilities in the young artist's 
clean-cut, delicate work, and he was soon 
so widely know as a cartoonist that he 
gave up his dream of becoming a great 
painter. 

Perhaps the picture with the single word, 
“Mad!” for eaption, printed after Glad- 
stone introduced his Home Rule bill, had 
the most influence of any of his cartoons. 

It is probable that Edward Linley Sam- 
bourne, who has been a regular contributor 
to Punch almost as long_as Sir John Ten- 
niel, will be the latter’s successor as the 
producer of the weekly cartoon.

Boer Invaders Now Said to Num- 
ber Five Thousand. 








MORE TROOPERS CAPTURED 





Fourteen Men of Nesbitt’s Horse Taken 
Prisoners—Extensive Loot- 
ing by Boers. > 





LONDON, Jan. 2.—The Cape Town corre- 
gspondent of The Daily Mail, who dwells 
upon the gravity of the position in Cape 
Colony, says: 

“The Boer invaders now number 5,000. 
The western invasion gives the most con- 
cern. It has split into two divisions, which 
are marching like the prongs of a fork, one 
by way of Sutherland toward Malmesbury 
and the other toward Beaufort West. 

“The enemy are now ranging over im- 
mense tracts of territory, necessitating the 
employment of an army corps to deal with 
them. Lord Kitchener has poured troops 
‘nto the disturbed areas; but the fugitive 
tactics of the Boers have to a large extent 
neutralized his precautions. 

“It was felt that the only means of ex- 
cluding the invaders from the rich dis- 
‘tricts in the western part of the colony 
was to call out the farmers. To-day’s tele- 
grams promise a splendid response from 
‘the eastern portion, but the western is 
doubtful, not 30 per cent. of the population 
being regarded as loyal. Hence the Boer 
concentration in that direction. 

“ Letters are arriving here detailing dam- 
age and robbery by the invaders, and be- 
seeching military assistance. Any action 
on the part of the colony will not abate 
the urgent need of large reinforcements. 

“The aspect of affairs is scarcely less 
gloomy,’ says the Cape Town correspond- 
ent of The Times, “ than at the beginning 
of 1900. The invading Boers are numer- 
ically fewer, but they have penetrated fur- 
ther south, and their presence in such_cen- 
tres of hostile Dutch feeling as Graaf 
Reinet constitutes an element of danger 
which did not exist last Jantary. 

“The proclamation calling for volunteers 
comes very late. The invaders have been 
enabled to obtain fresh horses. All the 
horses in the colony ought to have been 
commandeered or bought at the first sign 
of invasion.” ° 

The correspondent complains of the in- 
ertia and reticence of the authorities. 


COLESBERG, Cape Colony, Dec. 31.—Two 
hundred and fifty Boers captured fourteen 
men of Nesbitt’s Horse fifty miles south- 
eust’of Colesberg.

LONDON, Jan. 1.—The Duke of York 
has been gazetted a Rear Admiral. The 
promotion from the rank of Captain to 
that of Rear Admiral, as a preliminary to 
the Duke's visit to Australia and Canada, 
gives universal satisfaction, and the fact 
that he thus passes over the heads of six- 
ty-six senior Captains will not in the slight- 
est degree detract from his universal popu- 
larity in the navy. Since the Duke of Edin- 
burgh succeeded to the Duchy of Saxe-Co- 
burg the British Navy has lacked the dis- 
tinction of a princely flag officer. 





Dies from Exposure in Ireland. 
LONDON, Jan. i.—P. Collins, who arrived 
at Fermoy, Ireland, from America on Dec. 
has been found dead on the mountain

IGNATIUS DONNELLY DEAD. 


Famous Politician and Author Taken 
Ill Suddenly in Minneapolis— 
His Long Career. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., san. 1.—Ignatius 
Donnelly, who had been prominent for 
many years in politics and Hterature, died 
here to-night. He was taken ill. suddenly 
at the home of his father-in-law, Barton 
Hanson, this evening, and in spite of the 
efforts of his physician, failed to rally. 





Ignatius Donnelly, lawyer, Congressman, 
reformer and literary man, was born in 
Philadelphia on Nov. 3, 1831. He was 
educated at the Central High School there 
and admitted to the bar in 1852. 

iE»: went to Minnesota in 1856 and soon be- 
came prominent in politics. He was first 
elected to Congress in 1862. During the 
war he was Lieutenant Governor and for 
a short time Governor of the State. In 
1864 he was re-elected to Congress. In 
politics he was a Republican, but in 1871 
he left the ranks of that party. 

Mr. Donnelly was well known through 
his literary. work to a great number of 
people who had never heard of him as 
a politician. His first work ‘“ Atlantis” 
was published in New York in 1882 and 
attracted considerable attention. -In it he 
attem to demonstrate that there once

existed in the Atlantic Ocean, opposite the 
Straits of Gibraltar a large island known 
to the ancients as Atlantis. This work 
was followea’in 1882 by ‘“ Ragnavok,” in 
which he tried to show that the deposits 
of clay and gravel on the earth were the 
a collision with a comet; but it 
Ww his book, “The Great Cryptogram,”’ 
in which he attempted to prove that 
Shakespeare's plays had been written by 
Bacon, that made hizn well known in Amer- 
ica and Europe. 

He was also the publisher, of a news- 
paper entitled The Anti-Monopolist, which 
St. Paul. It advocated. the 
policy, and was all that its 
name implied in its attitude toward mo- 
nopolies. While in Congress Mr. Don- 
nelly materially contributed to the creation 
of the National Bureau of Education, and 
he was the first man who ever agitated in 
Congress the question of the planting of 
trees by the Government. 

For several years he was President of the 
Farmers’ Alliance of Minnesota, and was 
President of the Anti-Monopo:iy Convention 
that nominated Peter Cooper for President. 
In 1898 he was nominated at the conven- 
tion of the People’s Party held in Cincin- 
rati for Vice President. During the latter 
part of his life he conducted a large farm 
near his residence. 

He was nominated for the Vice-Presi- 
dency in May, 1900, by the ‘“‘middle of the 
road’ division of the People’s party at 
the convention held at Sioux Falis, when 
Wharton Barker was nominated for Pres- 
ident.

NORTHPORT, L. I., Jan. 1.—Peter Mar- 
tenson, ten years old, accidentally shot and 
killed Joseph Mirtleson to-day.

As the troops left the dining room the 
Czar again addressed them. ‘‘ Once more,” 
he said, ‘‘I thank you, brothers, for your 
heroic services. May you return safe and 
sound to your families.”’ 

The officers off the detachments subse- 
quently lunched at the palace, and there 
the Czar tgasted them in these words: 

‘*IT welcome you again, and thank you for 
the part you have taken in the expedition 
just concluded; and I drink to the health

Except it. northeastern Montana, North Da- 
kota, and northern South Dakota, the tem- 
perature has moderated in the States westward 
of the upper lake region and northward of 
Texas. The temperature has fallen 10 degrees 
to 20 degrees in the lower lake region, New 
England, and the Central and Northern Alie- 
gheny region, where the temperatures average 
slightly below the normal. Temperatures from 
zero to 16 degrees below continue in Ontario, 
the Dakotas, Central Wyoming, eastern Montana, 
Alberta, and Assiniboia, and 20 degrees below to 
38 degrees below in Manitoba and Saskatchewan.

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GOV. ODELL. 

Can Gov. OpELL put his finger on any 
spot in the official career of his prede- 
cessor and say ‘“‘ There THOMAS C. PLATT 
was helpful to Gov’? RoosEVELT?” Does it 
seem to him that Mr. RoosevELT gained 
anything by trying to keep on good 
terms with Piatt? Is it not a fact that 
he injured his public reputation and lost 
the confidence of some who had trusted 
him by his too frequent consultations 
with Piatr and his occasional willing- 
ness to serve him? Is it not notorious 
that, in spite of his considerate treat- 
ment of the boss, he was at the last 
denied a second term as Governor, which 
he wanted, and forced to take the nom- 
ination for Vice President, which he did 
not want? 

It cught to be as plain as noonday to 
Gov. ODELL that he has nothing to gain 
from PLATT, except by keeping him as 
far away as possible; nothing to fear 
from him except his friendship, associa- 
tion, and counsel. His political safety, 
his reputation, depend upon keeping that 
man at arm’s length. 

All the politicians will tell Gov. OpELL 
that this advice is preposterous and im- 
possible. Mr. RoosEVELT thought so. 
He went no further in his advances 
toward PLATT than many another good 
man would have done in his place. He 
was in politics, had gone far, and wanted 
to go further. It was a perfectly sound 
maxim of policy that he should be on 
terms with the chief of the organization. 
If the chief had not been wholly evil 
and contaminating he would have prof- 
ited by his counsel and influence. But 
PLaTT is wholly evil and contaminating. 
He not only hurt the Governor and 
changed his political career by hostile 
interference, he even stooped to make 
the Governor's secretary the instrument 
of one of his sordid and vile jobs. He 
will hurt and disgrace Gov. ODELL if he 
is permitted to be influential in the new 
administration. 

The office of Governor of New York 
has been held by men so great that his- 
tory has made their names illustrious. 
Mr. ODELL will not take it amiss if we 
say that some of them have surpassed 
him in natural capacity and experience 
in large public affairs. Yet by taking 
infinite pains he can make his admin- 
istration distinguished so that history 
will make room for his name. But he 
must keep away from Puiatt. That is 
fundamental. We know that he has 
been pretty near PLATT in the past. 
Probably he thinks he owes the boss 
much. He owes the people more, and 
himself something. Ingratitude is sonie- 
times a shining political virtue. 

There are stories that the new Gov- 
ernor will cut loose from Puatrt and be 
in all things his own'master. Stories go 
for nothing. We should be glad to know 
that these stories are true, but they can 
be proved true only by Gov. ODELL him- 
self. The people of New York watch 
with sympathy and hopefulness for the 
early unfolding of his policy. 





HOW LONG ? 


Can the Administration give any en- 
couragement to the hope that the war in 
the Philippines will be ended during the 
present year? It began early in Febru- 
ary, 1899. It has lasted almost two 
years. We have won many victories, we 
have killed a good many Tagals, and 
they have killed or captured a good many 
of our troops. We have not conquered 
them, we have not restored peace and or- 
der to the Island of Luzon, nor inspired 
the natives with respect for our author- 
ity. We cannot hide the truth by calling 
it a guerrilla warfare, or by saying that 
hostility is now manifested only by rov- 
ing bands of unorganized cutthroats. 
Surface appearances lend support to 
these extenuating phrases, but rebellion 
has not been crushed and the conditions 
of war exist. We have not captured or 
killed AGUINALDO, who is the inspiring 
cause of the trouble. 

The American people are plainly tired 
of this Philippine war. They cannot fol- 
low with understanding or satisfaction 
the petty and ineffective campaigning of 
our troops. They cannot understand why 
decisive operations are not planned and 
carried out. They find it hard to exclude 
from their minds the suspicion that 
somewhere incompetence is deferring 
the restoration of order and putting off 
the day when the civilizing work of 
building up can begin. They are aware 
that the nature of the country and 
the disposition of the Tagal make 
our work difficult. The perplexities of 
the British in South Africa furnish an 
filustration of how hard it is to take all 
the fight out of an imperfectly civilized 
enemy who has the run of his own coun- 
try. But the Filipinos are inferior to the 
Boers in courage, capacity, and equip- 
ment. The Nation is surprised and dis- 
eppointed that Gen. MACARTHUR has not 
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sooner finished the work passed on to 
him from the hands of Gen. Oris. 
Every step and every measure taken 
against the rebel forces of AGUIMNALDO 
has been necessary and justified. The 


fear is that they have not been wisely 
taken or with a sufficiently stern reso- 
lution.. We need hardly say that we 
have not a spark of sympathy with the 
reckless anti-imperialistic enemies of the 
Administration, Their blue-light policy 
and their utterances have tended ‘to en- 
courage resistance to our authority and 
to prolong the war. When AGUINALDO’s 
forces attacked our troops it became our 
duty to fight them to the point of ex- 
termination, if they would not haul down 
their rebel flag short of extermination. 
But why does it take us such an uncon- 
scionably long time to teach them reason 
and obedience? 

The Administration must be aware 
that the case of its enemies is not weak- 
ened nor the confidence of its friends 
augmented by the daily reading about 
all this cost and killing. To kill rebell- 
ion by inches and trust to patience and 
slow time to bring back peace and con- 
tentment is not a humane or a wise pol- 
icy. It cannot be the lack of money. Is 
it the lack of troops, supplies, transpor- 
tation, ammunition, artillery? Is it the 
lack of a competent commander? The 
public simply does not know where the 
trouble lies. It does know that there is 
trouble somewhere, Where is it? How 
long is this Philippine war going to last? 








SENATOR CLARK, MONTANA. 

Senator CLARK of Montana has found 
a defender in the Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee of his State, Mr. 
WALTER COOPER, Whose letter we print 
this morning. 

Although we are quite willing to give 
the friend of the Senator a hearing in 
reply to comments of our own, we are 
bound to say that he does not make out 
a strong case. Mr. CLARK was declared 
by the unanimous report of a Senate 
committee to have no title to the seat he 
held in the Senate because of “ briberies 
and corrupt practices by his agents” 
and violations of the laws of Montana 
for the protection of purity of elections. 
The members of the committee differed 
as to some of the testimony on which 
this conclusion was reached. They did 
not differ at all as to the conclusion it- 
Mr. Cooper says that there was 
“nothing in the report that raised the 
presumption that Mr. CLARK was him- 


self. 


self ever concerned in any act of brib- 
that he ever knew of any such 
thing.’”’ This is a curiously erroneous 
statement as to the contents of the re- 
port. The very finding of the committee 
raises a distinct presumption, to call it 
term, that Mr. 
CLARK knew of the “ briberies, attempted 
briberies, and corrupt practices” of his 
agents. Unless the average mind of 
Montana is more simple and trustful 
than any type found east of the Rocky 
Mountains, it presumes that acts done 
by the agents of a man for his advan- 
tage and under his general direction are 
known to him. 

It may, indeed, be conceivable that the 
$139,000 which Mr. CLARK testified he 
had expended in the politics of Mon- 
tana previous to his ‘ election” to the 
Senate was scattered blindly by him 
through the channels offered without 
any reference to the effect on his own 
And it may be that all the 
testimony that convinced the Senate 
committee that he was not entitled to his 
seat was procured by his political ene- 
mies. But the people of Montana must 
be very careless of their own reputation 
if they imagine that the revelations be- 
fore that committee can safely be ig- 
nored. They were disgraceful in the last 
degree. If Mr. CLARK has since been 
“vindicated ” by the voters of Montana 
it is bad for the State. The verdict of 
vindication of such a man is necessarily 
the verdict of condemnation of the people 
who seek thus to vindicate him. 

We cannot regard Mr. CLARK as an in- 
nocent or respectable or decent repre- 
sentative of American citizenship. He 
appears to us, in the light of his public 
career and on the evidence of the com- 
mittee of the body in which he sought a 
seat, a bad and dangerous man. We 
should deeply regret it if the Senate 
should find itself legally unable to shut 
him out.

THE “ ARMISTICE ” IN CHINA. 

It was scarcely necessary for the 
State Department to emphasize the ab- 
surdity of the report from Peking that 
an ‘“‘ armistice ’’ had been proclaimed on 
behalf of the Powers, in view of such 
disposition as China had shown to meet 
their views. An armistice, as the ety- 
mology of the word itself implies, is a 
standstill of arms, a mutual suspension of 
hostilities in the course of war. But there 
has been no state of public war in China. 
The invasion of the country was by a 
Sheriff’s posse, so to say. There had 
been a riot, a disturbance of public order 
which the local Government had shown 
itself unable or unwilling to suppress, 
and which was directed especially against 
the representatives of foreign nations. 
It was the same case provided for in our 
Constitution, in which the President 
of the United States is authorized to 
protect the people of a State ‘“‘ against 
domestic violence.” To this protection 
the Government of China was unequal, 
and the Powers dispatched troops of 
their own to protect or rescue their rep- 
resentatives. 

Never in the history of the world can 
there have been a cause in which force 
was more righteously invoked. The Ger- 
man Ambassador had been murdered, 
and, as was strongly suspected, the mur- 
der was committed by connivance with 
the Chinese authorities, But the invasion

was neverthéless not an act of war 
against China. Our own naval com; 
mander at Tien-Tsin showed a percep- 
tion of the situation beyond that of any 
of his colleagues of other services in pro- 
testing against a bombardment of the 
Chinese forts at the mouth of the Pei- 
Ho because that would be an act of war, 
and we were not at war with China. We 
have majptained, thanks to the clear- 
ness and the firmness of all the depart- 
ments concerned at Washington, the same 
superiority ever. since. The expedition 
of rescue, the “ posse ’ to repress domes- 
tic violence, was in time. If it was 
strong enough to frighten the Chinese 
Government out of Peking, that was an 
incident in its.necessary work, and did 
not, any more than the preceding inci- 
dents, constitute a state of war. When 
the ‘‘Commander in Chief of the allied 
forces in China” actually appeared on 
the scene the fighting necessary to ac- 
complish the rescue had all beeh done. 
with- 
drew its forces from his command, and 
undoubtedly builded better than it knew. 
Whatever suspicions it may have had of 
the uses to which American troops might 
be put under such a commander, 
wildest dreams could not have 

proached the reality.

Gen. CHAFFEE’Ss letter, at once famous 
and obscure, which was returned by 
Field Marshal the Count vOoN WALDER- 
SER, “on account of its tone,” is rumore4 
to have dwelt offensively on the fact 
that the troops concerned in the “ puni- 
tive expeditions” had not been con- 
cerned in such fighting as was necessary 
to deliver the beleaguered foreigners. To 
pretend that the cessation of the puni-+ 
tive expeditions is an armistice is to dig- 
nify them altogether beyond their de- 
serts. They were not in the least acts of 
war. They were simply acts of robbery, 
arson, rape, and murder, perpetrated by 
various persons of various nationalities, 
who disgraced the uniforms they respect- 
ively wore, and they were perpetrated 
with the connivance and under the sanc- 
tion of the ‘Commander in Chief of the 
allied forces in China.” They had no 
military or political significance what- 
ever. They were simply so many cases 
of brutal behavior which were rendered 
the more cynically brutal in that they 
professed to be perpetrated in the inter- 
est of Christianity; that is to say, of a 
higher and nobler social order than that 
of the Chinese, under which it was found 
possible for a Government to connive at 
or at least not effectively to punish the 
murder of a foreign Ambassador. But 
the Chinese atrocities have faded into 
nothingness’ in comparison with the 
atrocities of the “‘ punitive expeditions,” 
in the wholesale shedding of innocent 
blood, the wholesale slaughter of unre- 
sisting Chinamen, and outrage upon 
helpless Chinese women, which constitute 
the entire military record in China of 
the Commander in Chief of the allied 
forces. To call an agreement to refrain 
from these crimes an armistice is like 
describing as an armistice an agreement 
on the part of the City Government of 
New York to make disorderly houses pull 
down their shutters, and gambling 
houses to carry on théir business more 
quietly, and saloons to limit entrance on 
Sundays to the back doors, until the ex- 
isting excitement blew over. That is to 
say, it is not an agreement to suspend 
hostilities, but simply .to refrain from 
crime, 

Christendom, the Western World, mod- 
ern’ civilization, by whatever name we 
call the thing we all belong to, has far 
more deeply injured itself in China by 
its own procedures than it was injured, 
or could possibly have been injured, by 
the procedures of the Chinese. Very cu- 
riously, it is only the Americans and the 
Japanese who have kept their skirts en- 
tirely clean of the filth of these punitive 
expeditions. All the better for them. All 
the worse for the others, among whom 
we have particular sorrow in recognizing 
Great Britain. What would intelligent 
and appreciative Britons not give for the 
innocence of the United States. And 
this, our innocence, we cannot be too 
strongly exhorted, has come about, not 
by a popular demand, but by the fact 
that the Government, meaning, we sup- 
pose, particularly the State Department, 
has had premonitions and perceptions in 
advance of those of the public. At any 
rate, when we hear that ‘‘ the Powers,” 
by way of a concession, have agreed to 
forego, till further notice, murder and 
arson and robbery and rape as means 
of constraint upon China, we may all be 
thankful that we, as a Nation, have no 
part in that ‘‘ most filthy bargain.” 








FRANCE AND THE ASSOCIATIONS. 


An evidently inspired article which ap- 
peared in the columns of Le Matin of 
Paris, Dec. 16, contained the following 
passage: ‘“ These matters [the Amnesty 
bill] once cleared up, the Prime Minister 
will demand in January the considera- 
tion of the Associations bill, which he 
has much at heart, for he regards it as 
the surest and most efective bill of Re- 
publican action.” At Toulouse on Oct. 
28 last M. WaLDEcK-Rovusseau made a 
speech in which he described this bill, 
saying that it was the only thing which 
could insure the permanency of repub- 
lican institutions. On the other hand, 
in anticipation of an alleged anti-Cath- 
olic law, the Pope was last week quoted 
in an interview as describing the bill as 
“the negation of all the laws of liberty,” 
while all the machinery of a powerful 
and spectacular mother church has been 
set in motion in France to prevent its 
passage. - 

As in the remarkable contest which is 
bound to ensue some confusion may arise 
over the terms “ Pope” and “ Curia,” 
“Associations ”’ and ‘ Catholics,” a few 
words of explanation may not now be 
amiss. It is well, in the first place, to 
bear in mind that the Pope does not 
give interviews for publication, and that 
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the growth of the associations in France 
has of late years quite as much dis- 
turbed the tranquillity of Leo XIII. as it 
has that of the most ardent French re- 
former. When the Pope has issued an 
encyclical letter on the subject of the 
associations, one may learn what his 
Holiness personally thinks of the matter, 
and not before. It is no exaggeration to 
say that not a single Anglophobic state- 
ment, recently published as the Pope’s, 
in the Osservatore Romano, the adver- 
tised organ of the Vatican, was ever 
uttered or inspired by his Holiness. And 
the difference between these alleged 
Papal statements and the encyclical let- 
ters is the difference between the Roman 
Curia and the Pope. Again, against 
Catholics the FrenchgGovernment has 
nothing. It does not go to extremes as 
did GAMBETTA, or, at the present day, as 
do men like Yves Guyot and URBAIN 
GOHIER, but it would strike at all asso- 
ciations or societies which may become 
the centre of treasonable propaganda, 
and which at the present time are main- 
tained contrary to the laws of France. 
The revelations of thé Dreyfus affair 
made it clear that under the privileges 
granted religious orders a condition of 
society had been propagated which not 
only made the cause célébre possible, but 
which also furthered the purposes of the 
Royalists under the cloak of the Church 
and the “ military spirit.”” There should 
be no difficultyin comprehending the true 
situation when it is said that many of 
the supporters of the Associations bill 
are ardent Catholics, both lay and cler- 
ical, in spite of what may emanate from 
the Vatican as alleged interviews with 
Pope LEo XIII. 

There are two articles in the bill which 
the enemies of the French Government 
interpret as being directed against Cath- 
olics. These are Articles 2 and 13. They 
read as follows: 


Every association [of persons, not neces- 
sarily holding property in common] founded 
for a cause or in view of an object that is 
illicit, contrary to the laws, to the Consti- 
tution, to public order, to morality, or en- 
tailing renunciation of natural individual 
rights, [droits qui ne sont pas dans le com- 
mun,] is null and of no effect. 

There may not be formed, without previ- 
ous authorization being given by a formal 
decree of the Government, any associations 
fi. e., of persons, not necessarily of goods 
as well] between French subjects and for- 
eigners, any associations between French- 
men and Frenchmen, of which the head- 
quarters and Directorate are located abroad 
or intrusted to foreigners. 


Article 2 explains itself. In this coun- 
try it is included in some form or other 
in most municipal police regulations. 
Article 13 also appears quite harmless 
to the average citizen of any creed what- 
soever, although some might imagine 
that foreign stock companies will be 
looked after more sharply by a paternal 
government. But by the actual provision 
of this article the Latin orders of Jesuits, 
Dominicans, Carmelites, Capucins, et al., 
which are cosmopolitan societies, are 
brought under the eye of the Govern- 
ment. And this is particularly distaste- 
ful to the Roman Curia. At this dis- 
tance, and in America, it is hard to un- 
derstand such legislation, which to Hb- 
eral eyes appears somewhat ridiculous. 
Nevertheless, it is abundantly evident 
that the French Republic has been seri- 
ously menaced by the associations. It 
is a question, however, whether the pro- 
posed measures will be an effective rem- 
edy. GAMBETTA did not succeed with a 
like policy. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-Monday night’s exercises at the City 
Hall gave fitting recognition to a moment 
which, though its distinction from other 
moments was an entirely artificial conven- 
tion, nevertheless possessed no small 
amount of real significance, and therefore 
well deserved the attention it received, 
there and elsewhere. Appreciating this fact, 
a throng of 100,000 people, more or less, as- 
sembled in the damp and chilly park to 
hear the singing and to catch a word or 
two of the speeches. The celebration was 
one in which municipal officials could par- 
ticipate with dignity and _ propriety—in 
which, indeed, it was their obvious duty 
so to participate. The public did its part, 
the singers did theirs, and the City Gov- 
ernment had a considerable representation. 
In the natural course of things, the cen- 
tral figure of the proceedings would have 
been—the Mayor. His office not only gives 
him the privilege of personalizing the mu- 
nicipality on such occasions, but it tm- 
poses upon him an obligation to do so that 
is not less strong than honorable. The 
present Mayor of New York, however, does 
not value any privileges or recognize any 
obligations not to his individual profit or 
liking. He goes through his routine fune- 
tions morosely, he acknowledges no claims 
for courtesy, and the civic ceremonies 
which are the expression of civic manners 
interest him not at all and receive the 
countenance of his presence only on the 
rarest occasions. The kindest of his crities 
try to admire the stolidity with which he 
endures attack and condemnation, but even 
they credit him with no higher impassi- 
bility than that which is the common at- 
tribute of pachyderms and mollusks. It 
must be admitted that his tong and fre- 
quent lapses into deafness and dumbness 
are on the whole the most satisfactory, or 
least offensive and least humiliating, pe- 
riods of his existence. Perhaps that is why 
nobody complained of his failure to take 
part in the city’s welcome. to the twentieth 
century. He was not missed, he never is 
missed, he never will be missed, anywhere. 
But then, he is the man whom New York, 
with ‘some knowledge of his peculiari- 
ties and with full knowledge of its 
ignerance of his’ suitability for the 
office, voluntarily chose to be its 
Mayor. If the city does not like him, it 
should blame itself; if it does like him, it 
ean afford to ignore the comments of those 
with different tastes. We have had Mayors 
in the past who would have had something 
to say to their fellow-citizens at the dawn 
of a new century. 





—~A long and able review which The 
New York Medical Journal makes of the 
nineteenth century’s achievements in medi- 
cine and surgery. closes with an enthusi- 
astic eulogy of the ceaseless effort of the 
doctors to stamp out disease. ‘‘ What other 
body of men than the medical profession,” 
it asks, “ has ever bent its energies to the 
task of annihilating its own means of ex- 
istence?. Without disease there is no need 
of doctors. * * * If sanitation had been 
thrust upon us from without, and we had 
simply acquiesced—had bowed to the in- 
évitable, so to speak—we could take no par- 
ticular credit to ourselves, for mere arti- 
sans, even the much-abused plumbers, have 
done that much; but the medical profession 
has itself been the prime mover in every 
effort to blot out disease from the face of 
the earth, and, resting their pretensions on 
that glorious fact, physicians may con- 
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fidently trust to the coming historian for 
that exaltation which shall more than take 
the place of material reward.’ Now, isn't 
that just a little bit nonsensical? It is as 
far from our desire as from our intention 
—and nothing could be more remote—to de- 
tract in the slightest degree fro the 
honor due to preventive medicine, but real- 
ly we fail to see any special development 
of altruism in its practitioners, The ex- 
tinction of disease is in a way their aim 
and hope, but it is not their expectation, 
and the success anticipated by even the 
most optimistic of them does not threaten 
the income of any man alive. Preventive 
medicine is at present, and long promises 
to be, as profitable as any other—perhaps 
is more profitable than any other—and the 
doctors who devote themselves in whole or 
part to it are reducing the earning ca- 
pacity, not of themselves, or of their 
children, or of their grandchildren, .but of 
descendants much too far away to be the 
object of any: except the most academic 
sort of sympathy. 





——New proof that the municipal authori- 
ties of Omaha and Mr. CuDAHY are acting 
at cross-purposes in their efforts to capture 
the kidnappers is to be found in the fact 
that no sooner does the City Council an- 
nounce the intention of paying out of the 
public funds the reward which the crim- 
inals threatened Mr. Cupany for offering 
than Mr. CupAny states that he is not at 
all frightened by the anonymous menaces 
and that his reward still stands, The in- 
tention of the City Council was presuma- 
bly good, and its delicacy of consideration 
was certainly remarkable, but there is 
much reason for questioning the wisdom of 
supplying so great an incentive for police 
activity as the two great rewards provide. 
With such remuneration in prospect, it be- 
comes rather surer that somebody will be 
caught_and convicted than that the right 
persons will be punished. Detectives, like 
other people, should do their whole duty 
for their regular salaries. Without going 
so far as to say that the taking of rewards 
should be permitted only to amateur and 
private detectives, it can still be safely as- 
serted that the system Is dne easily open 
to abuse, and the zeal it inspires does not 


always result in the distribution of exact 
justice. Recent happenings in Kentucky 
were not calculated to increase public con- 
fidence in the tendency of enormous’ re- 
wards to accomplish desirable results. 

— An article by Gen. JoSEPH WHEELER, 
published by The London Mail, protests 
vehemently against the charge, too often 
made both in the United States and 
England, that the American troops in the 
Vhilippines are teaching lessons of drunk- 
enness and savagery to the natives. Speak- 
ing of the men who served under himself, 
the General says: ‘“‘ They occupied many 
cities and towns, and their conduct toward 
the citizens wus as kind and just as that 
of the soldiers of Governors Island to the 
people of New York City. We occupied or 
went through a great many cities, and the 
soldiers under my command had a great 
many dealings with the natives, I always 
took pains to ascertain before leaving a 
city whether or not my men had paid for 
everything that they had obtained. Com- 
plaints were very infrequent. I generally 
found they were caused by an honest mis- 
understanding.”’ The following passage is 
interesting, as hinting at the General's ex- 
pectation regarding the Philippines: ‘‘ In 
1848, when Gen, KEARNY appeared before 
Santa Té, a delegation of citizens came 
out to meet him, and he informed them 
that he came, not as a foe, but as a friend. 
He assured them that if they submitted 
to the United States authorities they should 
have the same position in the United States 
that they held in the Mexican Republic. 
Gov. ArMAIJO then left the city, and Gen. 
KEARNY’S army was admitted {nto the 
plaza without the firing of a gun. He there 
made a treaty, as the represeutative of the 
United States Government, giving the same 
pledges as he had previously given before 
entering the city. That was in the year 
1848, and New Mexico has not yet been ad- 
mitted to the sisterhood of States, but I 
suppose that nobody doubts that she ulti- 
mately will be admitted.” 


IN DEFENSE OF SENATOR CLARK. 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A great many of my friends and 
myself, all citizens of the State of Mon- 
tana, have read and discussed the editorial 
contained in the issue of your paper of 
the 13th inst., entitled ‘‘ Mr. Clark's Vindi- 
cation.” 

In view of the fact that your paper has 
a reputation for fairness, and that the edi- 
torial referred to is, therefore, clearly 
based upon lack of information, or upon 
misinformation, of the condition of affairs 
in Montana, I beg the. liberty of sending 
you this communication, stating to you 
what a majority of Montana people believe 
to be the facts. 

For many years the political and busi- 
ness enemies of Mr. Clark have, in all 
political matters, flooded the State with 
money, which has been used to accom- 
plish the defeat of Mr. Clark and his 
friends, and to promote any business in- 
terests that Mr. Clark’s enemies might 
hold in sympathy. As, for example, it 
was sworn to in the City of Washington 
by Mr. Marcus Daly that several ‘hun- 
dred thousand dollars had been spent by 
himself and his friends to secure the re- 
moval of the State capital from Helena 
to Anaconda. 

I do not wish to be understood by this 
communication that the expenditure of 
money in politics for corrupt purposes 
is ever to be countenanced. Such acts are 
as much condemned in Montana as else- 
where. j 

The circumstances surrounding the elec- 
tion of Mr. Clark to the United States 
Senate have been grievously misrepresent- 
ed, and I feel confident that you will take 
pleasure in correcting the statement, by 
which you have unintentionally done Mr. 


Clark and the people of our State great in- 
justice. 

The State of Montana is populated by 
enterprising, educated and advanced peo- 
ple, who have come from the older States, 
and who yield to no persons, and to no 
community, in their devotion to honesty 
and honor. They are celebrated throughout 
the Union for their business integrity and

The testimony was made ‘up of gossip of 
his enemies, and of statements of other 
people made among themselves, aN with- 
out the presence of Mr. Clark, except in 
some instances, in which the witnesses who 
testified to direct conversations with Mr. 
Clark were proved to be of bad character, 
and their statements were discredited. 

Many of my’fellow-citizens, including my- 
self, consider it fair that you should con- 
clude that the best judges of the truth 
or falsity of the charges that have been 
made against him are his fellow-citizens 
and neighbors, 

Mr. Clark returned to Montana last June, 
and every question involved in the discus- 
sion before the United States Senate, and to 
which you have referred, has been sub- 
mitted to the people of this State in vari- 
ous political campaigns from the month of 
June down to the esent time, and Mr. 
Clark has been vindicated as to his posi- 
tion in this matter by the people of his 
own State, by two State Conventions, by 
the Democratic National Convention, and 
by the people at a general election. 

A paper of the importance of yours has 
the power to do much for the injury or 
benefit of any individual, and it is my 
helief that you would not knowingly do 
injustice to so reputable a gentleman and 
citizen of my State, 

I beg’ space in your columns for the pub- 
lication of this communieation.

DR. CUYLER’S REPLY TO “A WORK; 
INGMAN.” 


To the Editor of The Neyo York Times: 

In Tue Times of Dec. 30 appears an arti- 
cle entitled ‘‘A Workingman’s Views,” 
which deserves a reply because its writer 
labors under a:serious misconception. He 
charges me with having made an “ unjust 
and almost virulent assault’’ upon Mr. 
Robert Fulton Cutting in these columns 
several weeks ago! So far from it, I said 
that I had ‘‘a very hearty admiration” 
for Mr. Cutting. The one objection that I 
made to his course was that as President 
of the Citizens’ Union he was advocating 
a policy that might divert the Union from 
its one great purpose, and that is to deliver 
Greater New York from the iniquitous tyr- 
anny of Tammany Hall. Mr. Cutting is a 
very large-hearted philanthropist, and I 
do not doubt that he earnestly aims at 
‘the betterment of the social condition of 
his less fortunate fellows.” Excellent as 
are Mr. Cutting’s views, they are not and 
will not be the issue next Fall. To divide 
the counsels of the Union did not seem to 
be wise, and I frankly, and perhaps rather 
bluntly, said so. 

“A Workingman” complains that in my 
speech last October before the election, I 
said so much about “money, money, 
money.”’ Yes, I did make an earnest protest 
against robbing every day laborer and every 
seamstress and every employe of their 
honest wages by passing off on them a dis- 
honest fifty-cent dollar. And in pleading 
for a sound currency I felt that I was ren- 
dering as genuine a benefit to the laboring 
classes as Mr. Cutting or any other phi- 
lanthropist could advocate. I discussed 
many other public questions in my speech; 
but I admit that I made ‘‘ honest money ”’ 
very prominent; for dishonest money is 
wholesale villainy. 

I am sorry that ‘‘ A Work’ agman’”’ seems 
to be under such a misconctption of my po- 
sition for the last forty years in Brodk- 
lyn. He is the first man that ever charged 
me with want of sympathy for the working 
classes! If on some Sunday he will go down 
from Herkimer Street to Pacific Street, 
(near Bond,) he will see a commodious 
building called ‘‘Cuyler Chapel,’”’ which 
was built by the young pa of Lafayette 
Avenue Church, of which I was the pastor. 
That building is filled on Sunday by work- 
ing people and over seven hundred of their 
children; through the week there are sew- 
ing classes and a savings bank as well as 
kindergarten and prayer meetings. Last 
Friday evening I addressed a great crowd 
of plain working people and their children 
there, and told them that of no other of my 
“namesakes’’ was I so proud as of that, 
My only reason, Mr. Editor, for troubling 
you with this note is that your correspond- 
ent, ‘‘A Workingman,” had gone quite out 
of his way to strike a personal blow at a 
stranger, and has struck the wrong man, 
If he will drop his anonymous mask and 
eall upon ‘me, I will be right glad to see 
him.

NEW YEAR'S DAY AT 


THE WHITE HOUSE 


Mrs, McKinley Receives Greetings 
with the President. 








Over 5,000 Persons Attend the Annual 
Reception at the Executive 
Mansion. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—In the long line 
of New Year's receptions at the White 
House® which each year inaugurate the 
social season at the National Capital none, 
perhaps, was more brilliant than the ons 
which to-day ushered in the twentieth 
century. And perhaps no feature of it 
was so universally gratifying to the. dis- 


tinguished throng which came to extend. 


the greetings of the New Year to the Chief 
Executive of the Republic as the fact that 
the mistress of the White House was able 
to participate, and with the President re- 
ceive the. felicitations and well wishes 
of -all. 

The grounds of the mension presented a 
stirring scene as the carriages began to 
arrive, and .the long line of army and 
navy officers in full uniform formed to 
the left of the massive porte cochére. 
Within, under the glamour of myriads of 
eleatric lights all was brilliancy. The Ma- 
rine Band, stationed near the stairway, 
Played National airs and lively marches 
throughout the ceremony. 

The members of the Cabinet and their 
wives, together with the ladies of the re- 
ceiving party, were the first to arrive. They 
ascended to the private apartments of the 
President, where they exchanged greetings 
with President and Mrs. MeKinley. The 
Jadies of the receiving party entered the 
Red and Blue Parlors, and took their places 
behind the line. 

Promptly at 11 o’clock the bugles sounded 
the approach of the Presidentiai party, 
and, led by Col. Bingham, the Master of 
Ceremonies, and Major McCauley of tha 
Marine Corps, the President and Mrs. Me- 
Kinley descended the main staircase, fol- 
lowed by thé: members of the Cabinet and 
their wives. As the party passed along to 
the receiving room the President bowed 
repeatedly to the crowds assembled in the 


corridors. Mrs. McKinley also bestowed 
greetings upom many in the throng, and 
when three sweet-faced children near the 
front chirped a ‘‘Happy New Year” to the 
first lady of the land she tock a handful 
of buds from her bouquet of white roses 
and tossed them to the children. The party 
passed into the Blue Parlor. -

Thematerial was heav- 
ily embossed satin and panne velvet, and 
was trimmed with pearl and turquois bands 
and a profusion of point lace. She wore a 
diamond necklace, a diamond brooch, and 
another gleaming ornament in her hair. 

After the receiving party had taken their 
places the long line of guests began to 
moye. First in the line came the Ambas- 
sadors and Ministers from foreign Courts, 
accompanied by their full staffs. At their 
head was Lord Pauncefote, British Am- 
bassador and Dean of the Diplomatic Corps, 
in the full uniform of his diplomatic rank. 
With him were Lady Pauncefote and the 
Hon. Miss Pauncefote and the Ambassa- 
dorial staff. Following them came Baron 
Fava, the Italian Ambassador; Dr. von 
Holleben, the German Ambassador; M. 
Cambon, the French Ambassador; Count 
Cassini, the Russian Ambassador, and 
Sefior Don Azpiroz, the Mexican Ambas- 
sador, each accompanied by his staff and 
ladies. The Chinese Minister, in his rich 
Oriental silks, accompanied by Mme. Wu, 
in an elaborately embroidered gown, at- 
tracted much attention. 

After the Ambassadors and Ministers 
came the Chief Justice and Associate Jus- 
tices of the United States Supreme Court, 
the Judges of the Court of Appeals, Sen- 
ators and Representatives in Congress, 
former Cabinet officers and Ministers of 
the United States. 

The Blue Room was the centre of attrac~ 
tion, for here the Presidential party re- 
ceived. The curtains were drawn, and the 
shaded electric globes threw a soft light on 
the delicate blue of the room and brilliant 
assemblage. From the Blue:Room the line 
passed through the Green Room, and then 
into the spacious East Room. Here the 
windows, mantels, and walls were massed 
with tall palms and flowering plants.

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VARIOUS DRAMATIC TOPICS 


An Impression of Miss Rehan’s 
Acting in Paul Kester’s Mod- 
ern Antique. 








Willard in “The Rgofessor’s Love 
Story "—More About Miss Anglin’s 
Acting at the Empire and 


Her Splendid Scene. 





The play by Paul Kester, (who may still 
be relied on to make his mark as a 
dramatist some day,) in which Ada Rehan 
is now acting at the Knickerbocker The- 
Tate, to the positive and unbounded de- 
light of her audiences, (she has drawn 
three large ones thus far,) is an antique 
combination of the frivol of farce, the 
intrigue of comedy, and the superficial 
device and ‘‘suspense”’ of melodrama, It 
would not be worth while to point out 
how ancient and puerile are many of the 
expedients on which Mr. Kester relies 
in his second and third acts. They suf- 
fice, especially with the youngsters. But 
it is the fun of the thing that makes it 
go, not its vague shadow of the axe and 
the block, not its artificial and insincere 
representation of the persecution of warm 
young hearts by cold old heads. 

A youth who was leaving the house 
after the matinée yesterday expressed the 
satisfaction youth takes in such a play 
in the current Americanese of the begin- 
ning of the twentieth century: “If Nell 
Gwynne had as much fun in Charles the 
Second’s day as she has in the play, she 
was ‘it.’” 

The really vital episodes are in Act L, 
where Nelly, selling oranges in the street, 
accosts the King, whom she does not rec- 
ognize, and tells him some truths about 
himself; in Act II., when, seated at her 
toilet table, like a veritable dame of fash- 
ion, she banters with the King and en- 
tertains the tattered players she knew in 
her days of poverty; in Act III, when 


she dons the wig and gown of Lord Jef- 
freys and administers justice with a free 
and open hand, and then, being discov- 
ered, orders her chair and proceeds gayly 
to her night’s work in the playhouse. By 
the way, were theatrical performances 
given by candle light in Nelly’s day? But 
that is a trifling detail. 

The skill with which these episodes are 
led up to, and mingled with a tale of young 
lovers persecuted and befooled by vil- 
lainy, is the skill that comes from with- 
out, from the assiduous study of stage- 
craft, not from any observation of men 
and manners in real life, not from any .ac- 
quired or intuitive knowledge of the work- 
ings of the human heart. “Sweet Nell of 


Old Drury,” in its title, (for there 


even 
was no “Drury Lane Theatre” in her 
epoch,) is a piece made on the stage for 
the stage. Anecdote and jest of the reign 
ef the madcap King are cleverly eim- 
ployed in it, and if its development never 
approaches the natural, it is still smart 
and effective. 

As for Miss Rehan, she returns to us 


in a buoyant mood and in full command of 
her powers of expression. She acts Nelly 
with unflagging spirits, with superb vi- 
tality, with ample grace, with adequate 
humor, and with all the authority of pres- 
ence, the purely theatric dexterity, all the 
simulation of pathos and passion the part 


demands. Its demands on the actress are 
large, too. She dominates the scene in 
every episode. She has much to say and 
much to do. Mimicry, song, dance, rail- 
lery, coquetry, swiftness and grace of 
motion, declamatory power, quick, richly 
varied, and graphic play of features are 
required of her. It is really an uncommon 


example of good comedy acting, and no 
wonder it pleases the public. Miss Rehan 
will make a great deal of money at the 
Knickerbocker. 

Mr. Willard was seen at the Garden 
Theatre yesterday afternon in Barrie’s 
charming comedy called ‘‘The Professor's 
Love Story,’”’ a play that is exactly the 
opposite of ‘Sweet Nell of Old Drury” in 
every respect, as its author studies human 
nature at first hand and continues to dely 
the traditions. and the conventions when 
he tries to represent it for the stage 
Barrie, though foremost in his time as a 
writer of fiction, is not an experienced 
or even an expert dramatist, but there is 
many an expert dramatist who would have 
given a large share of the royalties of his 
most successful play to have thought first 
of the scenes of the triangular court- 
ship of Henders, Pete, and Effie Proctor 
in this comedy. 

As for Professor Goodwillie, seeking cure 
for a malady he does not comprehend, he 
is a delightful fellow, and all his traits 
seem as fresh and entertaining now as 
they. did when the piece Was new. Mr. 
Willard has no comic réle in his repertory 


which he acts with rarer skill, and his 
portrayal, which is now. mellowed and 
perfected into the semblance of a little 


masterwork, is one to see and to remem- 
ber. Miss Maud Hoffman acts with skill 
and grace as the cause of the good schol- 
ar’s malady.

Yenry Miller Gives Satisfaction to a 
Large Audience.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Jan. 1.—Henry 
Miller made a decided hit in his new play, 
“Richard Savage,’’ at the Lyceum Theatre 
here last night Mr. Miller, under the man, 
agement of Wagenhals & Kemper, present- 
ed this, the latest of Madeleine Lucette 
Rylev’s productions, to a large audience, 
and the applause after each act left no 
doubt in the management's mind that they 
had scored a hit. The story rehearses the

Here he meets an old enemy, Sinclair, and 
in the duel that follows, Sinclair is killed, 
not by Savage, but by a man whom he had 
wronged. Savage is arrested and thrown 
into prison, where he dies just as his par- 
don arrives. 


MOSAICS FOR THE PHILADEL- 
PHIA MINT. 


The new Mint at Philadelphia has recent- 
ly found favor in the eyes of Mr. J. Knox 
Taylor, the Supervising Architect, and its 
vestibule and adjacent corridors are about 
to be decorated in a sumptuous fashion. 
The work has been given to the Glass Com- 
pany of Mr. Louis C. Tiffany; where the 
decorations are now in pfocess of making. 
The material.is glass mosaic, not of that 
smooth and polished kind which one often 
sees in Italy, but a mosaic having a certain 
grainy surface that carries color well and 
is not disturbed by reflections from too 
mirror-like surface, At present the Tiffany 
Glass Company is putting in a ceiling of 
gold mosaic in glass, lightened with pieces 
of pale green and white, and having borders 
representing a wreath of green lit up by 
colored points. The mosaics with figures 
are eleven in number, and have been de- 
signed by Mr. William B. Van Ingen. 

Following the happy suggestion of the 
Greek artists who wrought in lower Italy 
during the first century before Christ, the 
artist has hit upon a method of showing 
the various processes of coinage with chil- 


dren as the craftsmen. Instead of amoretti 
handling the blower and pincers, it is a lit- 
tle girl of nine, bare legged and bare armed, 
who stirs the fire in the furnaces and 
Swings the hammer, melts coins, and 
stamps the die: 

The surfaces to be decorated are some- 
what varied and are about ten feet from 
the floor of the vestibule, so that they are 
within easy sight. They will be seen in the 
rather dark passages by the light of elec- 
tric globes. As one enters the Mint from 
the street the wall on the left will have a 
series of three mosaics, a central circle, 
and two somewhat triangular tympanums. 
Here we have the little girl in the tympan- 
um to the left heating the furnace; in the 
middle round she is blowing the flame, 
while holding a coin with a pair of pincers, 
and on the right she is ladling out the 
molten metal. On the wall to the right we 
find her stirring the fire in architectural 
surroundings of a massive sort that. sug- 
gest bridges and aqueducts. The céntre 
round shows her seated at an anvil ham- 
mering at the coin, with an antique galley 
sailing oh the water at a distance, while 
on the right she and another little girl are 
tugging away at a rope apparently hauling 
ore in to the furnace. In this tympanum 
we find another vista of arches and distant 
sea, suggesting the transportation of the 
metal. 

If one now turns round facing the front 
door, three rounds will be observed above 
the entrance. In one the girl has a bal- 
ance in her hand and is weighing coins, in 
another she and a comrade are stamping 
the old-fashioned double die by means of a 
hammer and anvil, and in the third she is 
blowing the bellows at the back of a very 
primitive furnace, while she carries the 
heavy implements of the craft under her 
arm like a set of golf stieks. Turning away 
from the door and¢ walking toward the 
flight of stairs that lead to the numismatic 
room, two more of these circles will be seen 
to the right and left passage of the stairs. 
On the left the little girl is. hammering 
eoins and on the right she is stirring the 
1olten metal. All these pictures are treat- 
ed in a somwhat antique fashion without 
attempt to be archaeologically correct, and, 
of course, as far as possible apart from the 
realistic vein. All the appurtenances, the 
tools and presses have been carefully stud- 
ied from objects depicted in the old treat- 
ises on coinage, so that while they do not 
represent the instruments now in use, they 
also remove the mosaics from the flatness 
which too close an adherence to actuality 
often produces. 3 

The colors employed in these mosiacs are 
as strong and rich as we are accustomed to 
expect from Tiffany’s workshop. The gold 
mosaic on the ceiling, rising directly from 
the top of the series of three, acts as a 
frame, but below them all the walls are of 
Italian marble slightly veined, so that the 
brilliant colors of the mosaic stand out with 
added strength. The five rounds above the 
entrance and on the opposite wall are set in 
semicircles of gold mosaic. The general de- 
sign is carried round the corners of the 
hall into the corridor that runs at right an- 
gies at the foot of the stairs leading to the 
numismatic room. While the gold mosaic 
continues into this corridor, and we find 
the same rounds carried on, the rounds 
themselves are fitted with circles of Sienna 
marble. 

If the glassmaker has been happy in his 
choice of colors, the designer has also done 
his part with no little skill, particularly in 
the way he has placed his figures. The 
sense of proportion is well developed; that 
is to say, the figures and objects connected 
with coinage that are introduced are neith- 
er too small for the openee nor dispropor- 
tionately large. The little girl’s figure is 
graceful and well varied. The effect is not 
that of broad comedy, but an appeal to hu- 
mor of a gentle sort. These are figures 
which raise not a laugh but a pleasant 
smile. The mosaicsgare to be in place by 
the first of February. ;

The hall in which ‘the party took place 
was decorated in an artistic way with 
evergreens, holly, smilax, and red satin 
ribbons. The débutante received in a bower 
of palms at one side of the hall. She was 
attended by her father, her mother, her 
sister, Miss Mabel Hanna, and her grand- 
mother, Mrs. D. P. Rhodes.

The 
aggregate copies of these firms will be in- 
creased to $8,000,000.

Jonathan Carpenter Ross. 
Jonathan Carpenter Ross, a young lawyer 
of this city, son of ex-United States Sena- 


tor Jonathan Ross of Vermont, died of 
pneumonia at a private hospital in this 
city last evening. Mr. Ross was_ seized 
with a chill last Thursday and quickly de- 
veloped symptoms of pneumonia. About 
noon yesterday his condition became alarm- 
ing, he began to sink rapidly, and the end 
came at 9 o'clock last svanne.. Mr. Ross 
was born at St. Johnsbury, Vt., in 1868. 
He was graduated with honors from St. 
Johnsbury Academy. He then entered 
Dartmouth College, and was graduated 
salutatorian of his’ class in 1889. While in 
college he received honors’in the English 
and the Latin courses. 

After graduation at Dartmouth, Mr. Ross 
entered the Columbian La‘tw School at 
Washington, D. C., and received from that 
institution the degree of LL. B. in 1891. He 
came to New York City in 1891 and began 
the practice of law. Mr. Ross was a 
member of the Association of the Bar of 
New York City, the Phi Beta Kappa So- 
ciety, the Delta Kappa Epsilon fraternity, 
Tseasurer of the Dartmouth College Alumni 
Association of New York, and identified 
with the work of the West Side Branch 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association. 
The interment will probably be made in 
St. Johnsbury, Vt. 


Major R. L. Burnett. 
Major R. L. Burnett died suddenly Mon- 
day morxing from apoplexy at his honie at 


69 West Tenth Street. He was born in 1837 
in Newburg, N. Y. He began service in the 
war of secession on April 19, 1861, as a 
member of the Washington Grays of Phil- 
adelphia. In May of the same year he was 
made a Second Lieutenant and assigned to 
the Twelfth United States Infantry, as a 
member of which regiment he served 
throughout the war. 

Major Burnett fought in the second battle 
of Bull Run, and at Fredericksburg, Chan- 
cellorsville, Antietam, Gettysburg, and in 
the Wilderness campaign under Grant. Aft- 
er the war he remained in the service in 
Arizona, engaged in operations against the 
Apache Indians. He resigned in 1870, and 
at that time was a Major in the T'wenty- 
first United States Infantry. After this 
he was for a time pegoty United States 
Marshal under Gen. M. T. McMahon, after- 
ward becoming Chief Clerk in the United 
States Pension Office in this city, which 
position he held at the time of his death. 

Major Burnett was Adjutant of George 
Washington Post, No. 103, G. A. R., and a 
member of the Loyal Legion. He is sur- 
vived by one son, a boy thirteen years of 
age. 











Edward C. Boardman. 
Edward C. Boardman of the firm of 
Boardman & Boardman, 155 Broadway, died 


at his home, in Garden City, lL. I., yester- 
day afternoon. He was about fifty years 
old. Mr. Boardman had been ill since Octo- 
ber, and death was due to cirrhosis of the 
liver.

LIVED TO SEE NE 


Charles Contrell’s Wish Is Fulfilled and 
He Expires While the Chimes Ring. 
“Il am content—it is the beginning—it Its 

the end.” Falling back on his pillow, 

Charles C. Contrell closed his eyes just as 

the clamor that greeted the new century 

began. His son bent over him. 

“He is dead,’ he said softly, 
has had his wish.”’ 

To see the dawn of the new year has 
been the one desire of Charles C. Contrell, 
the aged news dealer who has been for ten 
years a familiar figure to officials and 
politicians about the Court House, Brook- 
lyn. Lately the old man has been in fail- 
ing health, and it was with difficulty that 
he managed to get down to attend to his 
business. When his friends told him that 
a man in his condition ought to stay at 


home, he replied that he had not missed 
a single day since he opened the little 
stand near the Court House. 

“I'm going to see the old year out,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and the new one in. Then I'll take 
a rest—maybe a long one.’’ 

The old man, who died shortly after mid- 
night, while the chimes rang yesterday, 
had in his eighty years vf life a varied 
career, in 13840 he enlisted as a volunteer 
and served through the Mexican War 
under Gen. Scott, Four years later he 
joined the rush for the California gold 
fields. He located in San Francisco and 
there made a small fortune as a general 
storekeeper. The money he made in this 
busjness he invested in a garden farm 
jus® outside the city of San Francisco. 
The farm prospered for awhile, but after- 
wards failed, and he lost everything he 
had. Discouraged, he made his way back 
to Brooklyn, the city of his birth, and 
there started life anew. 

Again he was successful, and during the 
fifties became a Commissioner of Excise 
in Williamsburg, serving for a number of 
years. After this he entered the office of 
the Tax Collector of Brooklyn and from 
there he went to the Custom House. Here 
he remained through four administrations. 

For some years, however, the old man’s 
luck has been bad. He lost his savings and 
his health became poor. Determined not 
to be dependent upon the bounty of his 
son, he sought among his old political 
friends for aid. The best they could do for 
him was to obtain a permit for the erection 
of a newspaper stand. Here he has been 
every day for ten years. During the recent 
cold spell he warmed the little shanty by 
burning a small ofl lamp. Last week he 
contracted a severe cold, but, in spite of 
the adyice of his friends, stuck to his 
work ufitil Saturday. When, too ill to long- 
er work, he went to the Brooklyn Hospital. 
His son, Charles E. Contrell, survives him, 
The arrangements for the funeral have 
not yet been made,

NEW CENTURY’S NOVEL RACE. 


Machines and Men in a Point to Point 
Speed Contest on City Streets. 


A midnight race of a decidedly novel 
character, over a y»int to point course on 
city streets, was decided well inside the 


first hour of the new century, or, to be 
exact, at 12:39:21 3-5 o’clock yesterday 
morning, when a steam motor. vehicle 


operated by J. M. Paige won The Evening 
World’s unique Dawn of the Century open 
speed trial by beating about the most re- 
markable field of competitors that has 
ever engaged'in a race. The contest, pro- 
moted by the newspgper named, held the 
interest of owners of motor vehicles and 
bicycle riders and foot runners for some 
days before the time set for the actual 
test. By the conditions announced, it was 
free to all who chose to engage, the only 
restriction put upon competitors being the 
classification of those competing into three 
divisions, with three prizes for each dfvis+ 
ion. 

The first section of the race was for any 
method of locomotion, which let in evory 
variety of motor vehicle, the bicycle, and 
the horse, had any one chosen to try that 
animal against up-to-date machinery. 
Even ballooning or aerial travel was not 
barred, but it happened that there were 
no aeronauts seeking the chance to win 
prizes just at that time, and even in the 
opening of the twentieth century the air- 
ship has not been developed yet to the 
point that it could be regarded as a possi- 
bility. The second division was for pro- 
fessional foot runners and walkers, and 
the third for amateurs, using that old 
fashioned means of getting over ground 


known as “ Shank’s mare,”’ at any gait 
that suited the individual competitor. By 
agreement, the start was made as early in 
the new year and century as the starter 
could manage, and that official, R. C. 
Mudge, managed to send away the first 
competitor in the first second of 1901, that 
being a motor vehicle of the victoria type, 
operated by Miss Eva Mudge, who wheeled 
her carriage before the up-town office of 
The Evening World, in One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street, near Seventh Avenue, 
at the starter’s order, and at the signal to 
go set out with tightly inflated pneumatic 
tires whirring and buzzing, for the journey 
of about eight miles to the finishing point, 
in front of the Pulitzer Building, in Park 
Row. 

The intending competitors had begun to 

assemble an hour before the time appoint- 
ed for the start, and when the first stroke 
of 12 o'clock sounded the scene in One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street was thor- 
oughly in keeping with the charatter of 
the impending race. The roadway was 
crowded from curb to curb for the length 
of nearly thee blocks with motor vehi- 
cles, while bicycles filled in the interstices 
and athletes in running costume, with 
sweaters or overcoats covering them from 
the chill of the night air, thronged the 
idewalks. 
‘ William K. Vanderbilt, in his celebrated 
motor earriage ‘‘ The White Ghost,’ was 
among the spectators, and a rumor that 
he meant to compete in the race was cir- 
eulated, but = Mr. Vanderbilt simpiy 
watched the’start, and then went home. 
The glare of head and side lights on the 
many motor vehicles and the colored lan- 
terns on bicycles lent much to the oddity 
of the picturesque gathering. Every usual 
or unusual means of locomotion was repre- 
sented among the road machines, and these, 
with the bicycles, about seventy-five pro- 
fessional foot runners, and forty-five ama- 
teur athletes, among them representatives 
of half a dozen prominent amateur ath- 
letic clubs, swelled the number of starters 
to more than 200.

THE KILLING OF DEGES. 


Mrs. Ertel Says He Attacked Her and 
She Shot Him in Self-Defense. 


Mrs. Mary Ertel, who shot and killed 
George Deges at 161 Washington Street, 
Brooklyn, on Monday morning, was ar- 
raigned in the Adams Street Police Court 
yesterday. There were present in the court 
Mrs. Helena Deges, widow of the murdered 
man, and the prisoner’s husband and nine- 
year-old boy. Magistrate Bristow remand- 
ed Mrs. Ertel for examination on Jan. 10. 

When she was being led away her hus- 
band stepped up and said: 

‘“‘Hello, Mary; good-bye.” 

At the sight of her boy the woman be- 


came hysterical. Then, becoming calmer, 
she embraced him. 

‘Be a good boy,”’ she said; ‘‘ you have a 
goed father to care for you.” 

She took a roll of bills from her pocket 
and gave $12 to the boy. 

When her husband asked her about the 
murdered man she sald: 

‘Don't talk about that. Everything will 
come right in time. All I want you to do is 
to send me my son's picture to the jail. 
Come yourself, if you want to.’’ 

The woman then kissed her child, as the 
father started away, but when the father 
put out his hand she did not grasp it. 

To the police Mrs. Ertel told how she had 
killed Deges, and said that under the cir- 
cumstances she was not sorry. 

‘** He brought it on himself,’ she said. “I 
loved him in spite of the way he treated 
me. He attacked me and I resisted. He 
threatened and rappled with me, I 
reached in his welatcoat pocket and got 
his revolver. I shot him once in the face— 
merely a flesh wound. He came at me 
again and 1 was afraid. So I shot again 
and killed him. Then I left the revolver on 
the bed and walked out.”

Opinion of a Woman Who Has Lived in 
Three Centuries. 

Mrs. Sarah Allen of 523 Van Vorst Place, 
Wnion Hill, has the distinction of having 
seen a portion of life in three different cen- 
turies. Mrs. Allen was born in September, 
1799, to the best of her knowledge, in the 
north of Ireland, and came to this country 
in 1858. Asked to what she ascribed her 
longevity, she said:

ATHLETICS AT COLUMBIA. 


New Ballot System to Be Tried in Elec- 


tion of Football Manager. 

Athletic discussion at Columbia Univer- 
sity relates to the choice of a football 
manager for the coming season. On Friday 
the undergraduate nominations will be 
made public preparatory to the final elec- 
tion on Jan. 11. The new system of voting 
With regular ballots, boxes, and Inspectors 
will be tried for the first time, and instead 
of formal registration the student lists of 
the university will be employed to identify 
the voter. On account of the widespread 
dissatisfaction with ¢the last football 
port, the manager will be opposed by sev- 
eral independent nominees. The following 
from the paper seems to express 
the undergraduate feeling: 

“It has of late, a custom, the 
wisdom which we question, to treat 
football players and other athletes to the 
fat the land, with other objects than 
that of increasing their weight. The Colum- 
bia report is not inconsistent. It shows 
that in the neighborhood of $500 has been 
expended in dinners, theatre tickets, and 
outside football games. It also shows that 
to a coach who received $5,000 for three 
months’ services, additional expenses in- 
curred in the ordinary duties of coaching 
were allowed. These are the facts. Were 
things not as they are, there might be dis- 
Satisfaction without complaint, but the 
present financial situation in athletics calls 
for more than this. It calls for protest. 
Football is to be tolerated, supported, and 
encouraged under two circumstances, and 
two alone—when it is a game for sport and 
development, and when it is a game for 
the glory of one’s college. We hope and 
believe that no other motives will actuate 
us here at Columbia. 

‘There is only one way to be sure of the 
fact, and that is to cut out entirely from 
any expense budget in the future, the 
items which have been mentioned above, 
and which in anything else but football 
would rob a man of his self-respect. More- 
over, at Columbia more than anywhere 
else, and in this year more than in any 
other, the custom which has been adopted by 
our football management, and which it was 
to a degree powerless to refuse to sanction,

is a bad one. When the season started we 
were in debt, or, what amounted to the 
same thing in the end, the rent of Man- 


hattan Field had been paid with borrowed 
money. Under the circumstances, economy 
would have been a credit to a manager and 
parsimony a virtue. We hope that a sense 
of the fitness of things will gradually dawn 
upon us here at Columbia, and that we will 
hesitate before we spend money which un- 
spent could be not unwisely devoted to the 
paying of our debts.” 

It is thought that if the present manager 


is re-eiected, the expression of student 
opinion, now so pronounced, will prevent 
extravagant expenses for some time to 
come.

New York Yacht Club Expected to In-

BOSTON, Jan. 1.—AlHhough a question 
of a sailing master for the Lawson boat 


was practically settled by Mr. Lawson's 
statement on Saturday night, an earnest 


endeavor is being made to obtain the serv- 
ices of Cant. Nate Watson, who was promi- 
nently mentioned for the chief position 
when the yacht was first projected. At 
the request of Mr. Lawson Capt, Watson 
came up from Beverly to-day ‘and had 
several conferences with the Boston finan- 
cier, Designer Crowninshield, and one or 
two members of the so-called Advisory 
Board. Mr. Crowninshield told Capt. Wat- 
that both he and Mr. Lawson were 
very desirous of having his (Watson's) 
services at least in an advisory way on 
the new boat. It was pointed out that with 
the services of two such skilled skippers 
the yacht would be sure of being placed 
in a good position, and with an able crew 
would stand a much better chance than 
with only one such individual on board. 
Capt. Watson in reply expressed an earn- 
est desire to assist in the management of 
the new yacht, but he pointed out that he 
was under engagement to Francis Skinner 
to sail his big schooner, the Constellation,

and until he could obtain his consent he 
could accept no such offer. 
Later in the day Capt. Watson had a 


conference with Mr. Lawson, and to-night 
left for Beverly. It is believed that Mr.

WHITNEY’S RACING PLANS 


Lord Beresford’s Death Leaves 
John Huggins in His Employ. 


REIFFS WILL RIDE FOR HIM 


. 


Owner of Meddler Connected with Other 
Derby Favorites Whose Engage- 


ments May Be Void. 














The death of Lord William Beresford, 
one of the foremost patrons of the turf in 
England, while a great loss to the @nglish 


racing interest, in all probability will be 
the means of restoring the services of 
John Huggins to an American turfman. 


Huggins, one of the most successful train- 
ers in America, went abroad to manage 
and train the horses of Pierre Lorillard, 
when that famous racing man transferred 
his racing establishment to England in 
1806, and then duplicated his successes jin 
America by winning many races with the 
rather inferior horses that then made up 
the Lorillard string. 

When Mr. Lorillard formed a partnership 
with Lord William Beresford, Huggins 
continued to train for the firm, and his 
horses continued to win in the same style 
that horses trained by Huggins have won 


everywhere that he has raced. Mr. Loril- 
lard later sold out his interest to Lord 
Beresford, and his contract with Huggins 


having expired, the American trainer was 
retained by the Beresford stable. 

No higher compliment to the ability of 
Huggins could have been paid, for Lord 
William Beresford, considered the best 
judge of horses and horsemen in England, 
was regarded as very conservative even in 
England, and his choice of the American 
traimer over the many famous LEnglish 
trainers who would have jumped at the 
chance to form such a connection awak- 
ened English racing men generally to Hug- 
gins’s merit, and he has been looked on as 
one of the best in the country from that 
time on. 

Huggins has had many opportunities to 
secure other employment with wealthy 
owners, but he preferred to continue with 
the Beresford establishment, and, though 
not as frequently mentioned in newspaper 
reports 4s some other American trainers, 
at present has a reputation second to no 
rofessional horseman in Great Britain. 
t was with horses trained by Wuggins 
that Tod Sloan won his early success in 
England, and Sloan’s present international 
fame is due more to Huggins than to any 
other man connected with racing. 

The famous trainer, who is a Texan, and 
trained horses owned in part or altogether 
by himself for nearly thirty years before 
he went abroad, at the request of Lord 
Beresford, had agreed to train a number of 
American horses sent to England by Will- 
iam C. Whitney, and when Lord Beresford 
died, was under engagement to Mr. Whit- 
ney as well as to the late nobleman, the 
agreement made being that Huggens was 
to train and Lord Beresford to manage the 
joint stable. 

Huggins, at the time this contract was 
made, was the most eagerly sought race 
horse trainer in England, and though he 
refused all outside offers of horses to train, 
was responsible for the safe management 
and success of one of the largest stables 
in England, where public stables with from 
sixty to one hundred horses under the 
care of one trainer are not uncommon. 

The death of Lord Beresford leaves Hug- 
gins with but one employer, Mr. Whitney, 
and with such a man to handle, prepare, 
and place his horses, it is not improbable 
that Mr. Whitney will increase his racing 
establishment in England. The impression 
somehow, had got out that Mr. Whitney 
and Lord Beresford were in a partnership, 
but this Mr. Whitney has stated was not 
a, tact He had simply sent a stable to 
England, and by Lord Beresford’s consent 
had arranged for Huggins to train his 
horses, Lord Beresford agreeing to manage 
and place them. 

No partnership entries were made on the 
entries for the establishment under Hug- 
gins’s care having been made in the name 
of the individual owners. 

DERBY FAVORITES IN DANGER. 

Under English racing rules, therefore, all 
Lord Berestord’s entries are void because 
of his death, the only exceptions being in 
a few produce stakes and special events, 
the conditions of which permit the nomina- 
tions to stand if the estate assumes liabil- 
ity. 

Among the horses engaged in stakes this 
year and owned in Lord Beresford’s stable 
are Volodyovski and Star Shoat, both of 
which were nominated for the Epsom Der- 
by. The colts in question were raced by 
Lord Beresford last year, and raced in his 
name. Though it is said that through the 
leasing arrangement, they are still eligible 
for that race, there is some doubt about 
it. If they were entered in the Derby in 
the name of Lord Beresford the rules of 
racing plainly provide that the engage- 
ments are void. 

Both colts s’..wed excellent form last sea- 
son, and both were regarded as very close 
to first class. Just prior to the death of 
Lord Beresford, Valodiyouski was the Der- 
by favorite at 9 to 2, while Star Shoot was 
equal second choice with Toddington, at 9 
to 1, and had been backed at that price. 

The next Derby is regarded as a very 
open race, but, aside from the three horses 
named, the only others that have been men- 
tioned as being backed are Darichs and 
Revenue at 20 to 1 each. As an instance 
of how well the Beresford two were thought 
of, a bet of £250 to £200 was made recently 
on Volodyouski, Star Shoot, Lord Bobs, and 
Orchid against the field. 

Mr. Whitney’s connection with this pair 
of Derby favorites is but slight, but yet 
is sufficient to recall the fact that he is 
the present owner of Meddler, a Derby 
favorite and by many‘astute turftmen re- 
garded as a better horse at three years 
old than Isinglass, who subsequently won 
the great event, Meddler’s engagement hav- 
ing been rendered void through the death 
in New Orleans of his owner, Abingdon 
Baird, (Squire Abingdon,) known dufing his 
life as the richest commoner in England. 

Mr. Whitney, asked concerning the pres- 
ent state of Lord Beresford’s turf affairs, 
has stated that he hus had no recent advice 
trom Huggins, and therefore knew nothing 
of the engagements of the Beresford horses 
that will hold. Of his plans for a jockey to 
ride the horses he will race in I¢ngland, Mr 
Whitney said that under his arrangement 
with Yord Beresford the Reiff brothers 
were to ride for him. 

That sets at rest the report that 
pected to send Jockey Nash Turner or any 
other American jockey to England. The 
Reiffs, though engaged by Lord Beresford, 
are under a contract that will permit 
Trainer Huggins to hold them, and there- 
fore it is likely that the famous brothers 
will wear Mr. Whitney's colors. The horses 
Mr. Whitney has under Huggins’s care 
were sent to England last Fall, and gre: 
Jean Beraud, five years: Kilmarnock, four 
vears, and Prince Charles, Elizabeth M., 
Luke Ward, and Holstein, three years old 
each.

ACCIDENT COMPANIES COMBINE. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 1.—A deal in which 
about $50,000,000 of accident insurance cap- 
ital is invoived and which is considered one 
of the largest consolidations ever effected 


in this country was consummated here to- 
day. By its terms the Railway Officials 
and Employes’ Accident Association of this 
city, the Metropolitan Accident Insurance 
Company of Chicago, the Northwestern 
Benevolent Society, and the Continental 
Insurance Company are consolidated under 
the terms of the Continental Casualty Com- 
pany, which was incorporated under the 
insurance laws of Indiana some time ago. 
Headquarters of the new company will be 
opened in Chicago. 

The Continental Casualty Company has 
a capital stock of $300,000, and in addition 
to this it has $361,000 in other assets.

Apropos of the changed condition of 
things in the railroad world, of the 
growth of the “ community of interest” 
ides, Wall Street is likely in the near fu- 
ture to see other evidences presented of 
this new order of things. In the coal 
group, for example, it can be stated on 
official authority that the purchase of 
the Pennsylvania Coal Company and of 
the North American Company by the 
Morgan interests—the latter concern to 
be used as the joint selling agent for all 
the coal companies hitherto acting inde- 
pendently of one another—is but a step 
toward a far greater plan than has yet 
been disclosed. 

While it is not proposed to put all the 
companies under the same physical con- 
trol—to create an open combination and 
monopoly, in other words—the project 
under way is so far reaching and so gi- 
gantic that it will remove from a field 
where heretofore have, been warring ele- 
ments all conflicting and opposing in- 
fluences. Rate cutting and price cutting 
will shortly be things of the past. Coal 
will not be mined and sold in some in- 
stances at a loss. There will, however, 
be a policy of “ live and let live,” as a re- 
sult of which, coal trade interests de- 
clare, the consumer will benefit, not suf- 
fer, Incidentally, the revenues of the 
companies will be conserved and larger 
new dividends are expected to follow. 

And as in the coal group so in other of 
the railroad stocks. It has not been for 
nothing, for instance, that St. Paul, 
Northern Pacific, Great Northern, Union 
Pacific, Burlington, and the Vanderbilt 
groups lately have in the stock market 
been so conspicuously strong. THE NEW 
York Times has assurance that compre- 
hensive plans involving these several 
systems are under way—plans that will 
bring the roads closer and closer to- 
gether. The present month is expected to 
be productive of much development along 
the lines indicated, and probably of some 
definite announcements.

A call was issued to-night for a caucus 
of the House and Senate Democrats on the 
evening of Jan. 14 for the nomination of 
a candidate for United States Senator. Col. 
James M. Guffey of Pittsburg will proba- 
bly be chosen the caucus nominee. 

Both branches of the Pennsylvania Legis- 
Jature met in biennial session at noon to- 
day, and the feature of the occasion was 
the battle between the Quay Republicans 


and the allied forces of the anti-Quay Re- 
yublicans and Democrats for control of the 
House of Representatives, resulting in a 
victory for the Quay forces. William T. 
Marshall of Allegheny was the choice of the 


Quay forces for Speaker, while the Demo- 
crats and anti-Quay Republicans were lined 
up for Gen. William H. Koontz of Somer- 
set, anti-Quay Republican. The member- 
ship of the House is 208, there being a va- 
ecancy in the sixteenth Pennsylvania Dis- 
trict. Of these, 154 are Republicans and 
59 Democrats. 

Senator ‘Snyder of Chester County was 
the choice of the Quay faction for President 
of the Senate, and was elected by a vote 
of 36 to 18, for Senator Nidler, Democrat, of 


Cumberland. 

In the House, the proceedings began with 
the formal swearing in of the members, 
after which the roll call showed three ab- 
sentees. Nominations for Speaker being in 
order, the names of Mr. Marshall and Gen. 
Ixoontz were presented. As the voting 
progressed it was seen that the vote would 
be closes and it was announced as 100 for 
Marshail and 99 for Koontz. Four Demo- 
crats voted for Marshall, 

The announcement of the result was fol- 
lowed by vociferous cheering and applause. 


MYSTERY IN A SHOOTING. 


Woman Who Gave Name and Address, 
Not Verified, in Presbyterian Hos- 
pital—Was Shot Near the Heart, 


The Harlem police are trying to solve the 
mystery of a woman in the Presbyterian 
Hospital in a dangerous condition with a 
bullet wound in her breast, just below the 
heart, and no- explanation as to how ghe re- 
ceived it. She arrived at the hospital at 
about 8 o’clock last night in a cab. A man 
about thirty-five years old, with dark mus- 
tache, who wus with her, led her into the 
reception room and left hurriedly after say- 
ing that she was his sister and that she was 
sick. 

When the surgeons examined her they 
found that she had fainted from the loss of 
blood escaping from a bullet wound in her 
breast. When questioned she said that she 
was Mary Braun, and lived at 1,440 Park 
Avenue with her brother Herrman, who 
was a cook in a restaurant on Eighth Ave- 
nue. She refused to tell how she had re- 
ceived the wound from which she is suffer- 
ing. 

The police of the Bast One Hundred and 
Fourth Street Station sent a detective to 
the address she gave. The people there 
said that no Braun had lived there ‘in the 
past two months, and that there never had 
been any shooting in the house. 

Albert Berg, who keeps a saloon on the 
ground floor, said that a Mary Braun 
and her husband had lived there six months 
ago. He understood that she cooked in 
an Eighth Avenue restaurant. He knew 
nothing more of them. 

The second floor of the house, which was 
the floor on which the Braun woman said 
she lived, was empty, and one of the win- 
dows was broken. Another detective again 
saw the woman at the hospital, but he 
could learn nothing more than she had 
told the doctors. The police are now trying 
to find the whereabouts of the man who 
brought her to the hospital. 

The police of the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station called up the hospital by 
telephone and inquired if a woman suffer- 
ang from a bullet wound was a patient 
there.
